Referenced Chicago letter of September 21, 
1953> aets forth information recelTed from BART on 
the following matters: Present organisation structure 
of the CPj security measures of the CPJJ the position 
and activities of .BARTJ the **pour or Five Year** plan 
of the CP to create a new Underground CP and CP 
leadership if the Mc carran Act i.s upheld in the 
court; the ^Daily Worker'* as an organisational pro- 
blem; the effect of the Smith Act arrests on the CPj 
the recently held national CP conference J the red- 
action of CP leadership to Bureau current Interview 
JProgramJ and the results of a discussion hetween BART 
and the Informant relative to the nature of the 
national Office work of the informant. Thia letter 
additionally reported that SIOMUHD EISEWSCHER, missing 
JMlliwaukee Smith Act subject since August, 19Sli was 
one of the contact people used to effect the meeting 
between the Informant and BART# \ 

In addition to the above Information, the 
infjormant has furnished Information received from BART 
on the following additional subjects i CP - CSA Farm 
Matters) CP -- USA - strategy in industry and parti- 
cularly relating to comlnf 11 of the XIAM - CIO and the 
HE - CIOj and miscellaneous information concerning 
persons with long histories in the CP« X letter la 
in preparation Incorporating this information and as 
a result of the BART Contact and the Information 
obtained It is believed that the Bureau will have 
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an Accurate current pictwa <>f the intlre CP organizational 
structure, as well as the future program vhlch the CP Is 
developing under the United Pront lahelt 

Of even greater importance than the Information 
obtained by iniformant in his initial contact with the CP. 
Underground leadership, Ib the potential value of this 
informant once ,he is entrenched in a definite Jjational 
Leadership 1>ositi on* 

The oonUot with BART hA« ddflnltaly •stAbXlshed 
that the Inf oMMint is Jiatignad ifof vork by the MationAl 
Office of the CP. . 

Referenced Chicago letti»r of September 2l» -19^3» 
pointed out that the matter of the nattoe of the propoeed 
work of the informant was a jiubjeot of lengthy discussion 
between the informant and BART* Xt was finally agreed that 
the inf orm«:nt would assist in formulating Party T?ollcy *nd 
analysing "political trends" and exchange ideas through 
personal contact and memoranda with the National leadership. 
The duties ^ere not more specifically outlined but informant 
has the deflni'te committment from BART that he will be ■ 
actively engaged In and kept Informed of the, every day , 
operations of the painty. 3fhe informant will be provided 
with Party documents In connection vi&i his work and these 
documents should be of great value to the Bureau. Jt should 
also be noted that BART told the Informant thattfae f^dCkaw^iud be 
concretised when he, BART, or someone else representing the 
National Office of . the CP, i;iiiw the Inf ormant in about m month. 

The Informant has advised that he considers the , 
obtaining of the above committments ma a .step In the right 
direction* He jpointed out that when one considers that he, 
the informant, has been iiiactive and hasJhad no contact with 
the National leadership for ai^. years, he ffels that h*» 
accomplishments In a single meeting with the top uhderground 
leadership were significant and Indicative of the trust the . 
national leadership has in him, He pointed out that duiriag 
the twenty hour discussion BART briefed him on confidential 
organizational matters and on almost every phase of the , 
current party program* JOn the occasion of th4 next meeting, 
informant feels that BART may fill in on other details and 
possibly be anore specific on who constitutes the real leader- 
ship of the -CP and how they operate. 
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The ixif orwant followed up his jMetlng with BARS 
'by achadullng «i meting on 'September 29# 1953 i with WltLIAM 
SENMETT, OP District No* 8 open leader >rho wae one of the 
individuals who took the informant part of the way prior 1;o 
the meeting with Inforjfriant and JBART* The Informant held a 
two hour meeting with SENKBTT :on that date and expressed the 
opinion that SBMNETT la now :more, ready to speak freely to 
him and to seek the Informant's ^adviibe. 3)\aring this con- . 
yersatlon S3BHHETT briefed tii* Infor^nt on the Distrlet No# 
8 work in coxmeotlon with IParty conoentratlon In the plants 
In the Chicago area and particularly in reference to its 
program to increase the nvmiber of Party shop papers as being 
:an effort by the party to intensify Its United Front Program 
in tbie ihopsrand for that reason he stated that the publi** 
cations at present will ^ designed to deal with the concrete 
problems wlthlii the respective shops in which they are 
published* 

' SEKNETT next told the informant that a Hlxiwest 
"Dally Worker** conference would be held during the following 
week presumably in Chicago with ALAN )IAX» KAX OORDONv and 
either ABNER BERRY or JJTMAMi of the "Daily Worker** st%jrf , 
In attendance* He told the Informant that there would be 
one other person whose Identity he did not know, at that time 
present atthe conference to make ''on the spot*^ 4eciaions« 
The purpose of this conference^ according to SENNBTTi Is to 
^scuss Immediate problems of the •^Daily Worker t*^ including 
the problem of distribution and increased circulation* Be 
told the lnf.ormant that at pwaent there are approximately 
500 **Dally Woifkers'* sold in the district and J^OOO copies of 
••The Worker •" He added that at p? esent there are no paid 
employees of the *»Daily Worker* staff In the qhloago area 
but that the district at the coming conference will insist 
that a committee of at least three peo]^ be established to 
be responsible for the »*Daily Worker" in this area, it* 
makeup! and Its circulation* 

5EMHETT also diaplayed a mimeographed copy of a 
pamphlet on the receiitl7 held National conference of the CP 
which consisted of the main report of the Conference by x>ne 
ANDREW STEVENS, Which jnamei accordiiig to the Informant^ is 
obviously a pseudonym* SBINBTT told the Informaixt that the 
report on the National conference was presently in printing 
and that the informant would be provided with a copy as soon 
as they reach Chicago* 
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lb also. toXd th« Ixifornant that ho vould ba unabla 
to furnl8l?the informant with a copy of tha report on the 
'^3£l^wtiti5t"whlch. he had t»<?;>^<rl^i«t*'ro'n Kew "JTork because he, 
SENNB?rT» was preparing "k report to t)<»,€iv©n to the District 
No*, S Political Bureau within the next*2W days end needed 
a copy to prepare for such conference* 
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SENNETT thett told the Informant that the district 
la pre^entljr having difficulty locating »»etlng places for 
the District Bureau In^ the Chicago area and asked the infor-^ 
mant to recommend the names of certain trusted comrades In 
the Chicago area whose home might be used for such meetings* 
The Informant told SENNEJtT thkt he would make inquiries among 
hlsr pergonal contacts, la an effort to secure additional 
meeting places for the District Bureau* 

The Informant then raised the qtuestlon, of his. dues* 
BENNETT made Inquiry as to what he wasf making In. the way of 
salaries or other Incomei after which the Informant was 
assessed regular monthly^ dues and paid ^5" for dues for the 
current month and for the special party assessment! equal 
to one month's dues for Party concentration, work, in the South* 

SENMETT then discussed certain political problems 
confronting District No* 8 leadership in connection with its 
Ifalted Front Program for the coming Mayorlal and Congressional 
elections in Illinois In 19^* He told the Informant that the 
present program calls for Party endorsement of all candidates 
who are endorsed by the unions but that In cases where these 
candidates haye previously asserted themselves as opposed: to 
Communism the: Party endorsement would be made with qualljtloa^ 
tlons* l!e mentioned that the particialar point of party con*- 
centratlon in connection with Illinois congressional elections 
will be Peorla> Illinois^ where the party will campaign against 
Congressman HARRY VELDE and will line up and organize the trade 
unions in that area to endorse any candidates who can beat 
VEIiDE*. 

SENNBTT next told the informant that JOB STAROBIH^ 
former foreign correspondent of the **Dally Worker" In Europe 
recently returned* r„ Is presently maklxig a trip* but that 
her SSNNETTf did not know as of the present tlme# whether 
STAROBIH would include Chicago In thia trip. The Informant 
made it known that if STAROBIK appeared in Chicago he desired 
to talk to him about the European and par Best political situa- 
tion Insofar. aa the Party la concernede 
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The informant advised that SBITNEIT niade onXjr tiuo 
ganeral Inquiries of him as to the nature and scope of 
Informant »s work- and further Indicated teat he did not 
expect specific replies to either of the questions asked# 
The linf ormant told SBNHBTT that he would, work nationally, 
that he would he available to help the District through 
consultations, but that his only actual cpnneotl on with 
the District woi:dd. be that the District was to receive 
hie dues and. see to it that he had access to all Party 
ziiatdrlaXs« 

SBNNSTT agreed to give the Informant acqesar to 
all Party materials of the District and the national material 
received, by the District, and stated that he would agree to 
accept the informant's Party dues* 

The Informant, in connection with dues, made a 
vague yeference as to whethe r or not SENKETT desired dues 
from Cl j ] inf ormant^' l ^J *^^ ^** told, by SENNETT 
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that it wouia not; be necessary for 



time being 



It has been agreed that until such time as BAHT 
or another National Office person sees the Informant in, about 
a. month or less and, further details oh the informants s assign** 
ment are known, It woiO-d be Inadvisable tor see many people 
beyond the scope of those with whom he is currently in contact*. 

The informant continues to report all Information 
received from LBKA SCHERBR and her husband^ both prominent 
communists in Kew York, on the National Office and New Xork 
Diatrict, and continues, to obtain documenta from these sources^ 

The Informantts wife, on September 15^ X953> wae 
contacted by phone by CHARLES MITCHBLL, CP trade imlon leader 
of this District, who Is presently on an underground assignment* 
The informa nt on that d ate was at a meeting with PHIL BABT and 
therefore CS I I told MITCHBLL to call again, on to come 
over whenever he is free* The informant has not yet ae^n 
MITCHELL but through other contacts has learned that MITCHEUL 
is , still aroimd and attending school* 
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On September ZS$ 19^3> SUE COHBIT^ a. promlnant 
Hydft park Comaunlsfc leader, »pant the entlrt dajr at the 
informant's residence ♦ The visit in. the main was social 
in nature> but the informant furnished considerable infor- 
mation concerning leading Hyde Park: Cowmunis^ts*r 

EVALUATION AND PLANS 

It now appear* that the value of the, informant 
has been estabXiahed although the exact official position 
which he wilt have in the N&tional leadership of the party 
has not yet been determined. It is p68aibl« that onthe^ 
occasion of the next contact of BART with the. Infprmant, 
possibly on or about October 1$, 19$3f a better eraluAtion 
of this informant* a potenticl can be pade* 

It is also felt that the informant is intelligent 
enough, to work toward* further advancement in the N^tloniil 
leadership provided he Is. allowed to worlf carefully and 
slowly as he has done ' ir^ the past and that now a. basis has 
been laid for informant's advancement to a key position at 
ffome time in. the future. 

It iar believed very significant that BART, vho 
wag; acting on instruction*, briefed inf ornMgit generijtlyi'on 
every phase of the Party work and on the Party organization 
structure. The briefing will necessarily be followed by 
mora specific detailing of the Party structwaXand pro^gram 
since this will be necessary in connection with the infor- 
mant's work and must necessarily follow if the informant 
is to be: an active persott engaged, in. ppllcies^ and. political 
worke 

It is expected that once the informant establishes 
himself he will be b^bti and consulted by individuals in 
leadership on a more or less regular basis and that these 
talks will be on specific, subjects and will result in: dis- . 
cussions on cadres working in these fields « of communist 
activity* 

The Informant »s spirit oontinuea to be excellent 
a lthough he i s having difficulty in semiring the consent of b7D 
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ta re-enter the CP* It will, be recalled that 
in the 1930^0 handled OP district finances and 



wa,s consiaered aa one of the top money raiser a of the party 
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at that time* In th« I4ta 193Pta, she. was thd pi strict 
Treasurer of the CIP and It Is believed h,er reluctance to 
re-Joln the CP Is In part based on her knowledge that 
once she agrees to return to the Party she will again be 
as deeply Involved as before* 

This matter has been discussed In detail with, 
the Informant and the question was r<alsed as to whether 
or not the agent should discuss the matter with the source • 
The Informant advised that at this time he believes he can 
handle the matter In his own way> but that If he Is unable 
to 6j^ so he will ask the agent to talk to the source* 

Thp figftnt has developed a close personaX relation*^ 

ship with CS| I who Is an Intelligent and capable, 

person who coxua ce ox' great service to the Bure^tu* This 
matter Is being closely followed and it: Is hoped that the 
Informant and the agent, or both, will be able to convince 
her of the need for her services* The source detests Com- 
munism and the Communist leadership, all of whom[ are known 
to her personally, and whether or not she will consent to 
asslit the. Bureau, to the full extent af her capacity will 
depend on whether she can bet convinced that without her full 
Cooperation ca 582I4.-S will- be unable to satisfy the Party U 
demands and will therefore possibly be jeopardized In his 
work* 

In that connection the Informant has advised that 
he-haUjutaS— that he may^ satisffr the Party ^s demands regarding 
CS | | by convincing them that she^ Is now and has been 
for tne past few years aiding the Party through helping care 
for CO' 582I1.-S and Is dolyig his 36^ g work and also by making. 
financial contributions to the Party throtogh turning over 
her Insurance commissions to the Party leadership*

It in believed that one of the big reasons why this 
source might be so strongly against returning to the party 
Is that she is afraid sS^iat; possible deportation In the event 
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that current CP aetivltlea on her part 0ome to the attention 
of the Immigration and Naturalisation Service, thus causing 
an inveatigatlon of her citizenship status t she was naturall- 
jred. in 19k2 after she had left the CP* hut her Party activities 
precede her naturalisation* It Is known that IKS has witnesses 
Including PAO& CROUCH, SkS WITTENBXJR, and. others, to teitlfy ' 
concerning her previous Party membership ♦ 
• 

It is also known that an IHS Inspector in Chicago 
on April 26, 1953# atated that If he could, not deport the 
Informant he. would get the informant bjr building a ease 
against his wife* The Bureau by letter of June 1, X953r 
entitled. CO $821f-S, was advised of these facts and this 
office was advisedt by the Bureau that in the Bureau^ opinion 
no attempt should be made ta h/ive Tys, GhicagOi discontinue 

inquiries relative to cs| |however, the Bureau had b7D 

no objection to discreetly contacting IKS by pretext to 
determine the, status of the inquiry, and the Bureau, suggested 
the possibility that INS might be discouraged, from investi- 
gation due %o subject 'a Inactivity* The Bureau requested to 
be kept advised of all developments. « 

In accordance with instructions, agents of this 
office contacted the District Director of IlJS and his Assistants 
on June 29* 19$3, on the general matter of getting better liaison 
between: INS and the Bureau in connection with interviews of 
Coxnmunlflts, either active or those who had defected* and parti- 
cularly to secure assurance from INS that INS would not investi- 
gate individuals for deportation purposes without having previously 
secured cloarance for such investigations from this, office. INS 
adyised on the matter of Investigations that it is tixe policy 
of that office to secure clearance from the Bureau; however, on 
matters relating to the location of witnesses among former CP 
members, it was pointed out by^ INS that it was not always possible 
to secure clearance first from, the Bureau* However, commitment 
was received from the INS officials to the extent that Investlgar 
, t6ra would b« instructed^ where possible, to sectire clearance 
of the Chicago Office of the Bureau before potential witnesses, 
who were formerly communists, were interviewed, and the definite 
commitment was secured from them that before active Investigations 
on any communist subject were bigun by INS, clearance of the 
Chicago Office would be obtained* No specific reference was 
made to any Individuals during these discussions* 
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On September B, X9^3i * ^heck waa made of the INS 
recordjs, Chicago, to determine whether the source was 
presently under investigation* Itr was determined that no , 
eonsolldated file exists on her at the present time hut 
that numerous references existed on her. Again no specific 
reason was given by tlA agents, for thd, inquiry concerning 
the source. 

In. reference to the statement in Bureau letter of 
June 1, 1953# that it may be possible for this office to 
discourage investigation of the source due to inaotivity.i 
it is pointed out that iMfS gives every indication of pur- 
suing deportation oases to the fullest extexit that It ii 
authorized under th» law and to do so regardless of the 
activity, or inactivity of the subject. 

Cftses in point on this matter in this area include 
that of JAN VITTENBIIRi of Milwaukee, a communist who defeated 
in the late 1930U, and. MARIE KRATCCHVIEi of Chicago,, a 
woman 76 years of age whose membership in the 1930 »s was 
' used as basis foi:^ deportation proceedings t

These, cases are. pointed out to, indicate that the 
present policies, of the department and of INS are to deport 
anyone and everyone who can be proved to have been a communiat 
prior to naturalization whether or not they are currently 
active in the Party or whether or not they mi^t be: presently 
openly hostile to the GP» 

A case in point on the matter above involves the 
case of the communist FARINA* who organised, the CP in 1919 a^id 
defected in 1923. Within the past. year a deportation pro- 
ceeding was begun against thii person and a deporta^tion order 
issued*

convince OS T J to re^efater the Party to aid the Bureau, 
It la believed, that If aome aaaiirances oould be given to her 
It would greatly aaalat In aecurlng her consent to reactivate. 

It la felt that aa the aouroe'a INS atatua exlata 
today the matter cannot be dlacuaaed with her becauae of the 
poaalbilltx that deportation action ma^^ reault through matters 
beyond the Bureau»a control and: thua great embarraaament might 
occur to the Bureau, Insofar as the Bureauta relatlpns with 
the two above Informants and the aOvirce are concerned* 

It la also felt that If some arrangements could be 
made that would preckide the poaalblllty of deportation pro** 
ceedlnga through renewed activities of the aource, timt It 
would then be poaslble to. convince her that she should re- 
activate. 

Since, BARI demanda the aource ta reactivation and 
since ahe has the potentiality of an excellent informant at 
a high level. It la auggeated that the Bureau's poaltlon 
relative to no direct Intervention on behalf of the source, 
with INS be reviewed and that the poaalblllty for a solution 
be re-explored* 

It la belleveil that a possible solution of thli^ 
problem might emanate from this, office through e, letter 
directed to t1S&$ stating that thla office is presently con- 
ducting an Investigation on this source and requesting that 
clearance be obtained' prior to any active Investigation by 
IMS* The BUraau Is requested to give serious consideration 
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to tibi.8 matter b»oau8« «• it stands now thero is always th« 
possibility of a deportation prosecution against tJie source 
and this would jeopardise relations of this office with the 
informant and. the source* 

Miscellaneous. |>roblems Beiative 
■ to CO $82U,-S and NY 69hr& 

two other matters of importance are also being- 
brought to the attention of the Bureau. 

The first concerns the matter of the informant's 
source of income. Ihls was raised by BAHT and again by 
SENNETT on September 2.9* 19^3* in connection with Party 
dues. Informant advised b6th sub jectJS that he is working 
strictly on a commission basis^ for the firm of N3f 69I4.-S and 
makes under ^^0*00 a week^. Be indicated, that it is, ia 
fact, a gratuity from NX 69i4.-S becauae NX 691+^-S wants him to feel 
that he is earning the money he sends infoiwant. (This isr in 
fact, not true because the informant is: currently reoeiring no 
money from NX" 69l|rS.) 

On September 28, . 19^3, the informant advised that 
he considera the answers that he gave to. place him in a dangerous 
position and that something muat. be worked out that will make 
his employment legitimate r that is, that he will appear as an 
employee on company books of NX 691^.-5 and regularly receive 
company checks for services rendered. He does not have a 
ready aolutlon to this natter, but feels that possibly some 
thing could be worked out to show on the books of NX 69U.-S 
that he ia employsd. by NX 69^-5 «s firm so that he could prove, 
.if it was required, that he is so. employed. It will be recalled 
that an arrangement was made previously during the year along 
thia line but it was discontinued at the Bureau's request when 
it was felt that certain tax problems might come up. 

The necessity for explailniiig income ^beLoome a r.rtoxr«^^%nd more 
apparent now that' informant has reactivated* It is possible 
that BART will offer him money, ha his return ta Chicago and 
this might offer some arolutlon to the problem* However, if 
the pureau has suggestions ae to how Informant might show 
legitimate employment with, the firm of ISSt (>9k^Sf it* is requested 
that the Bureau express opinions a$ to how it may be handled* 
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The aeoond xnatttr conMrai the poislble advlsn- 
bllltTT of personal. conf«r0KiceM between IK* 69l+.*S and; CO 58214.-S 
tcj talk oyer ac»ie of the recent happenings to both Inf ormanta 
ao that neither might be expoied through a conflict In 
at or lea to paiS'ty people* 

Ca 582l|.*S telephonically contacted the How Tork ^ 
Inf ormaht on September 29, 1953^ following, the return of 
mr 691^-'S from Canada ^ * 

NX 69i^-S said, that he la not certain that he can 
make the Photographic contention which, he had intended, to 
attend in Chicago In; October because he has been, away from 
his work ao much* He aald that he would like to talk over 
certiiin. matters with. CG 582l4.-S> but that he would have to 
get to Chic^^go on a weekend and posalbiy not for more than 
eight hoxira* , ; • = 

On the baala of experience in dealing with, these 
inf ormanta# It is certain that things can be accomp3kished 
by personal dlacuaaion that cannot be done through letter 
wrttina and. particularly at this time that a, trip to Chicago 
by NY 691^*3 would be adviaable. 

Since the trip would be aolely lit the Intereats of 
the Bureau t It is felt that NY 69lt.-S should not make it unless 
he receives his actual expenses to make the trip* 

It la also felt that this trip should be made in 
the near future and that in that connection New York la re*- 
queated to contact NY 69lf.-S f or hla vlewa "on thia matter and 
if the N«w York inf ormant feela the neceaaity for auch per- 
aonal discusaion with, the Chicago informants New York is 
requested to ao advlae the Bureau and requeat permission 
to send the New York informant to Chicago* 

The Bureau, and New York will be advised of all 
developments*

It vill be recalled that when you broxight this matter up 
previously you pointed out that a contact vith local INS relative to 
Infonaant's wife would undoubtedly indicate to INS the Bureau's interest 
in her and, therefore, no action was taken. In referenced letter on 
page nine you .point out that local INS has no consolidated file on 
infonaant's wife though there are numerous references to her. Evidently 
INS is not conducting any investigation on informant's wife. 

you are requested to advise vhettier you feel it nece ssary for ^ 
the Bureau to contact the Central. off ice of INS relative to CS 
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in the same manner as the Bureau. has- notified INS of our interest in the 
informant, informant's brother and various contacts such as Marcel Scherer, f 
Lena Scherer and Anna Boldt. If such action is taken by the Bureau, the J 
central office of INS vill notify Chicago, INS, of the Bureau's interest / 
and of the necessity to contact the Bureau before proceeding against / 
informant's vife. 

With regard to the remarks made ^y the INS representative and 
set forth on page eight of referenced letter, for your information

"operations instructions," of INS in Section 550. 1 - page kUl, 
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Accordingly, local IMS M obligated to check with you 
la a situation such as this, where local INS knows informant and 
informant's wife have a history of coaanunist party activities, 
before conducting investigation of Its own. in the event local 
INS does not desire to conduct such an investigation, but merely 
anticipates developing. an informant or a witness through investigation 
or a contact with informant or his wife, then Headqxiarters, INS^ must 
be contacted and clearance obtained by Headquarters, INS> from the 
Bureau before the local office can take such action,

on page eleven of referenced letter you point out that 
informant's lack of a source of income has been the subject of 
discussion by phi! Bart and William Sennett. The informant has advised 
both individuals that he is working on a strictly commission basis 
for NY 69k^s which, of course, is not true, you indicated the 
informant considers liis position dangerous and something should be 
done to make it appear on the company books of NY 69k ^s that CG 5S24-S 
is an employee. 

AS mentioned previously, if CG 582^-S is listed as a regular 
employee of NY ^9^-8; numerous complications can arise which will 
Jeopardize this entire operation and it may be possible for you to point 
this out to CG 5824-s. It must also be kept In mind that NY 69^-S has a 
partner who does not know of this arrangement. The informant and his 
brother, NY 69^-S; can indicate to their communist contacts that the 
ixiformant operates on a strict comzioission basis and there is no reason 
vhy NY 69^ -s or the informant should have to exhibit to any of their 
communist contacts the actual books of NY 69^-3' company. The contacts 
of informant and his brother in the commimist party know that the partner 
of NY 69^ -S is not syaxpathetic to their cause and, therefore, :tlie books 
and records of the coiapany are not available for perusal. 

in subsequent contacts with Bart, sennett and others 
CO 5824 -s may be able to bring up the question of employment by the 
communist party as he is in need of fxinds. since CG 582^-S is now 
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considered a party worker on a high level, some consideration 
should be given to remuneration by the party if only on a token 
basis, in addition, CG 582if-S can indicate to his party contacts 
the necessity for an occasional trip to New York city to meet 
with other xiational leaders, the expenses of which should be borne 
by the party. 

With regard to the suggested conference between CG 5824-s 
and NY 69^^-3, this is to advise that the New york. Office ^has indicated 
NY 694-s vill go to Chicago on^ October 23, 1953/ and the expenses 
for this trip have been approved by the Bureau. 

Keep the Bureau inf orzaed of all developments in this 
matter and if you feel any affirmative steps should bft taken bY the 
Bureau with regard to contacting INS relative tc 
you should so advise.

if Bureau strategy was such .as woxad give the Party an indication 
that some leadership might come "up for air^' then indi^ duals such 
as informant^ *nd others like him, would be more frequently oea- 
tacted and the information obtained might make, possible the arrest of 
real leadership of the quaUty of the people involved in the l$i\S 
and 19i^0 Hew Xcvk arrests. 

It is eacpected that the Informant will iiave contact with 
PHIti BART «r someone else from the national Office within the 
next few weeks* In connection with this meeting, it is hoped 
that the lafozwant will Tae placed in closer contact i^lth yeal 
Party leadership and will obtain additional briefing on curront 
Party polieles and methods*

It was tha opinion of both infor- 
mants that adequate covers had been laid by oorablnlng the 
personal and business eovers and arrJKXgamoiats vara made 
for ca-562i(.<-8 to leave Chicago for Mcw York by plane on 
October 30# 1953* 

Ihe infonaant, meani^ile, on Octobar 28* 1953i 
Instructed CS CO-5853-S to contact \aUJim SBNKETT, CP 
District Ko* 6 open leader^ to tell him of the possible 
visit of the informant to New York and to ask him if hCi 
&EKNE!7T« had anything to discuss with the Infornant prior 
to the informant's departure for New York* Ihe source was 
Instructed to tall SENNSTt that tha informant would meet 
smmXV at an appointed place on that data if SSNKETT dasirad 
to discuss anything with tha informant • SMMTX told the 
source that tie had a full schedule on that date which he 
could tiot changei however^ he would try to meat the iiaformant 
if it was at all possible. He then told the source to tell 
CO-582I4.-S to ask BETKf GANMBTT when the "regular conferences 
of leaders of his (SENNETr»s) position" would begin to meat 
again. Tha informant advised that SENNSTT Was referring 
tp regular conferences of open leaders of i^e Party lAiich

I>HXL BART has. not been in contact with 
the Informant ainoe September 1$ to 16^ 1953> despite his 
statement to the informant that he or someone else would aee 
the informant In about a month « 



On October 26, 1953* HARKT MILLIR contacted CS 

telling Ixer that he was going to dispose of the informant; if MF 
which MILLER had originally obtained secondhand for him ab^ut « 
year ag« and Which ha* been unsatiafaotoz^* Be told the souree 
to bring the car and title downtown with her and that he would 
handle the entire deia« The source again opposed, as pw the 
instructions of CGh^Sat^-^S, ' claiming that neither she nor the 
informant wanted a new car and that tlxey could not afford to 
trade and ^at under no circumstances would the informant go 
Xurther into debt* MILLER told the Informant, "Look, 1 might 
as well tell you— Z was told in Kew York by STAKLB7 LEVXSON, 
(connected with national C? Xinances, aooording to the informant), 
that 1 was to yeplaee your car with another one— I will handle 
the deal and your payments vill be no more than now"* The 
source, feeling that this was a ?arty deal and that she could 
not fur.ttier oppose, turned over the title and oar to MILLER* 
On the same date MILLER called the source and told her that 
he had made a deal, that he had paid off the mortgage on the old 
car (about |600, according to the infor.^ant), and had used 
the old o&i* to make a down payment on a new Chevrolet, He 
told the source to pick up the car and that her payments would 
be no more than before and that she should forget whstt he had 
paid on the «ld car mortgage. The source signed the papers 
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on th« aamo dar and learned that the Isalanoe owed was between 
#1,300 and 11,14.00, which means that ?«LLEB had turned over 
the old oax* clear of enoumbraneea as a down payment on the 
price or A new oar* The new carj according to the source, 
costs approximately |2,li.00. It will, therefore, appear that 
muSR act^d upon the orders of the National Office of the 
CP, actually paid $600 of party laoney to clear the mortgage 
on the Infwaantia «ld car, and this money is the first that 
the Informant has received from the GP since 191^9. 

EVAUJATIOH AKD BEC0MMEND4TI0HS 

During the past tiwo weeks the actual personal 
contacts of this informant Mith party leadership have l)een 
at a minimum* However 1 the infonnant has Xumlahed mhch 
valuable Infomatlon and Ms expert interpretations of the 
'*Hatlonal Confer enca Report" and the "steel Labor is Road", 
also issued by the national Office of the CP, are believed 
of extreme value to the JSureau concemins the current CP 
"united front program" and the future concentration of the 
Party in basic industries. It is believed that some of the 
material analysed by the informant can be used by the Bureau 
in designing a program that will lead to additional informants 
coming from basic industries because, according to the Infor-. 
mant, party people in basic industries are now instructed to 
contact fellow workers and associates* and af «rer feeling 
them out| to ap|»»oach them, identifying themselves as communists 
and eventually attempting to recruit nonHJommunlat jTellow 
workers* 

The informant's contact with SUE KLI» and her 
disclosure to him that she had contact with her husband two 
months ago is indicative of the trust that the Tarty places 
in the informant and it is expected tdiat t^e informant will 
continue to develop a much greater Xriendshlp with KLIIC in 
an effort to obtain information that might lead to the 
location of JACK KLIHO.

this may have "been his last personal contact with an individual 
whose influence has enabled the Infonaant to solidify himself 
In the national leadership ' of the OP* >IBINER was most friendly 
and demanded that the Informant be permitted to see him on a 
daily basis when dd<itors had excluded ^H otitier visitors* 

ahroii^ lengthy and careful talks with WEINBR and 
with LEM RARR^, his close associate, the Informant, was able 
to ascertain first of all that WEINER does not know of his 
present physical condition, and secondly and most important, 
that WEINER as late as November 7, 1953 had not turned over 
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to th* Hational CP Office his most confidential Information 
concerning businesses and confidential contacts used by aim 
through the years In connection with OP financial matters* 
•ttie Ixif omant also learned that WBIHER had certain personal 
concerns due to the failure of healthy the chief of which 
was that he was Interested In his wife and jfaraily being pro- 
vided Xor. 

SPhls information was submitted to the Btjreau and 
Hew York by Chicago alrtel of November 9» 1953> together Tflth 
a plan suggested for a possible Indirect contact In an effort 
to reach WEINER before his death so that Mgh secrets of CP 
finances anight be obtained* 

In addition to the above, ^INER told the informant 
that he was glad to learn that the Informant had been contacted 
by PHIL BART, Important CP undergrotmd functionaa?y, and WEXNER 
at the same time Indicated surprise when he learned that the 
Informant tfl iasks had been outlined only in a general way and 
further that the Informant continues to be more or less Isolated 
from the day to day happenings in iiie Party. WEINER told the 
informant that he was not surprised to leaam that the infor- 
mant had not been pecontacted by BART since Septembej? 16, 1953 
e:q)lalnlng that it was not an unusual situation in times like

The infomant engaged in considerable discussion

Discussions with ^hem 
were lengthy but somewhat limited >)ecause the SCHERBRS advised 
the ixifovm&xA that they were going to Washington, D«C» to 
attend the November 6, 1953 JRevolution Celebration at the 
soviet Jtebassy.

Ageney and axade inquiry of HARCEL SCHBRER concerning the legi*- 
timAcy of a certain so-called l^bor trnlon* SCHERER told 
BURROTOHS that he was jaot acquainted with liie union but would 
do research on the matter and advise her about it. The infor- 
mant pointed this episode out to show how the Russians working

^ents vere itiade tor the informant to see SENNBTI following 
SENNETT's return from New Yortc on TSTov^ember 19, 1953 ♦ DTirlng 
the dlsctxssion vlth SENMETT the informant vas told by him 
that JOHN ^^SHORSS:" STEUBEN> who lived in the neighborhood 
and who is the editor of the publication ^^March of Xabor^j 
was ill and suggested that the informant should see him* 

!rhe infonnant imaedlately Tlslted S1!EUBEH on November 
9$ 1953 <uia spent a most profitable foua* and a half hours with 
hlitt^ SBBIJBEN, according to the inforoiant^ opened up his 
heart and soul to hlw concerning District Nimber 8 and the 
publication "Harch of I^or"# S!ESUHEIH told the Informantsi. 
that he and tiie *'March :ot Labor*^ 'Were originally sioved from

incidents which had occurred in the District which causes 
him to suspect a Bureau agent in the District leadership 
and told the informant that he is attempting to bring in a 
coxmalttee of the National Review C<»nmi3sion to check out 
the District leadership, 3le spoke critically of SAM KOSHNBR 
who he described as being in charge of CI^ underground trade 
union activities, and stated that iDJSHNBR Was either a"crook 
or an agent".

STEUBEN laext exhibited a letter to the iiifor- 
mant from BEATRICE SISKIND* formerly a National CP f^inctlonary 
who voluntarily left the United States jfor Poladd after depor- 
tation proceedings were beg\m against her* Ohla letter was 
postmarked from Berlin. The letter was in jreply to a letter 
from STEUBEN wherein he asked for support of W*P»T."U» in 
connection with deportation proceedings presently pending 
against him*

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SIEtlBEN next told the Informant that within the 
next few hoxirs, that is on November 9, 1953> he was meeting 
with an underground leader as to trade union work. He did 
not Identify bhia Individual end this office was unable to cover 
this meeting for security reasons due to the fact tThat Informant 
had Just be.en to SIETJBEN's residence. BTEUBEN also told the 
informant that an Important CP trade xmion conference was being 
held in Chicago on November 20, 1953 and at .least one under- 
ground leader would be in attendance.

to understand the jieeesalty for him to imke extraordinary 
expenditures the infonaant again explained that for years 
while he was in leadership of the Party he was alwayfi( known 
to his close, personal coxarade frieUds to be considerate 
of their j>ersohal matters and particularly to he considerate 
when the coaiarados themselves :or members of their ^family were 
either ill or in dire need*, VI th this in mind^ the Informant 
said that it continues to be necessary for him to jsxake extra** 
ordinary expenses of a personail nature in order that his 
cover inay be secto^e and further in order to assist in further

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It i$ pointed out by the Informant that these 
are rough approximation 5" of the amotmts expended, however, 
the Informant advised that in order for him to solidify^ 
himself and particularly aince he is alleged to be working 
for the firm of NT 6.9l+-St he feels that all of the above, 
items were: neoessary*. 

Ohis afftcft knowfif the inforniant: and feels that 
he ifi honest. It la alaa known that he has a reputation 
in the Party for giving gifts and, paying personal attention 
ta the needs of those who BX^e sick and, close to him' in the 
movement*. 

It is believed thar the Itemized list: of expendi* 
tures ftxrnished by tiie informant is truthful to the best of 
his knowledge and it is .furthfer believed that the information 
which he; obtained through hi^ Hew York trip,, and the contacts.

Evaluation and Further Plans 

Discussion/ wafi^ held with the informant on November

The informant was optimistic^ and feels his trlp^ was 
boneficlal and particularly well-timed because had he come 
into New York: at p. later date It is possible that he would 
not have seen his most influential iTational Office contact 
VXtLlkK WBINER, who. is sick with, cancer. GANNETT' s reception 
or the informant was described as most encouraging^ and her 
statement that PHIL BART, leading CP underground functionary, 
reported favorably on his contact with the informant, is. &lso 
most encouraging. The quality of the information obtained 
during the Informantts Kew York trip -and subsequent; thereto 
is also, added Indication of* the trust of the Party leadership 
in this Informant and it Is believed that the value of this 
informant will continue to increase. 
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In vlev of OANNKra^ft statement concerning the 
presence cxt BART In. the Mid-West and hor instructions to 
hint to see the Informant^ a contact with BART is expected 
soon and it Is hoped that this contact will result in more 
concrete taska being assigned to the Inf ormant^, 

3he Inforraant's genersOL mental attitude continues 
to be good# However^ as he and NT 69ifc-S become more and more 
involved in Perty work and as the Informant follows the day 
to day disclosures and hearings of Congressional CMsaltteea 
investigating Confmiuaaism, he becomes more and more dlsturbedt 
Three things appear to disturb him most, the first being 
his personal security and the second being that he raises 
questions concerning whether or not the Bureau continues to 
have a general overall plan to combat Qommxmlsm aar he was told^ 
the fttireau had at the Hme he agreed to assist the Btireau# 
The third mattea? that distxirba him Is that he questions that 
the Bureau has liaison, with Congressional Committees Kxd INS 
which will permit the Bureau to follow a long-range plan that 
might allow him and other infonnants working along the same 
lines to reach th^ inner Party underground leadership without 
having certain contacts dlatiu^bed* 

The Informant has been repeatedly assured of the 
Bureau's contlaued agreement with him on all phasea of work# 
He has nevertheless and particularly since reading a "New 
York Times** article concerning the exposure of PAtJL F# HBCKO, 
allegedly an, informant of the^ Bureau since 19^2* insisted that 
he again see someone higher than, an, agent in the Bureau to 
reassure him on the matters that concern him* 

The Informant waa told on Moveiiiber 16, 19^> that 
the matter would be talked over with the Special Agent in 
Charge and that if time was available, arrangements would 
be made for the informant to get the necessary assurances 
within the next few weeks • 

Xt is believed that the desire of this Informant 
to reach the inner level of CP undergro\md leadership is such 
that he makes demands of a nature above described^ He Is 
particularly concerned because he fears a loss of the Influential 
contacts that he has either through arrests or deport atlc«as, 
and because he feels the B\ireau does not understand these 
problemiS he fears that he may ultimately find himself dealing 
with a new CP leadership to whom the informant is not known* 
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He JTaars that if auch a situation ultimately results that 
his efforts will be greatly hampered, !rhia office has been 
unable to tell him dlreetly that where It la felt that a 
contact such as "PHIL BART might be ^itUlsed to obtain valuable 
Information throti^ the infonmant, the Bureau has seen fit 
to withhold Its order for apprehdnalon on sight. It la believed 
that this situation can be handled, liowever, the Infoxroant 
haa a aid that unless he la assured that the Bureau has an 
overall plan In ^reement with his obJectlYe, that la to 
crtuBh the real leadership of the Party, he cannot assist 
the Bureiau for solely iaonetary reasons and it may be necessary 
for hlja to openly expose himself and to wage an open battle 
against Cowniuniam, This la not Interpreted aa a threat 
on the part of the Informant. The feeling of ttila office 
la that he is preaently so anti-CoiBmuniat that he caanot 
do enough to hurt the real leaderahlp of the Party and for 
tliat reason, when he aeea some of his excellent and Inflxientlal 
aources of information and people who might ralae him in 
leaderahlp, going by the wayaide he becomes acutely worried,

It is, therefore, suggested jTca^ the time being that 
the Bureau defer any open request to INS at Washington to advise 
their Chieatto Offiae thatno investigation shoixld be conducted 
on CS I I 
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Per the information of the Bureau, 0^ 
during October, 1953* vas told by WIM.IAK S3RNS!]tT, open Di'strict 
Organiser, that she must begin paying Tarty dues to him, 
She source told SBNITSTT t&at slie had no money for the payment 
of such dues «t this time, but would begin paying dues as soon 
.as she had available funds* 
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, ^_fia.,Kovember 12, 1953* a long discussion, was held witJi 

Q&\ ^concerning her reactivation ixi. the Party. Ihe 

sow**, WhC is an extrenelr intelligent woiaan with knowlede^ 
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SOW**, WhC is an extremely intelligent woman with ImowledgC ahd 
experience in evexT' phase of Oomaiunist activity, particularly 
in Tarty finances, lad vised thst she jLs having a most d if fie tat 
time in bringing herself to reactivate in the OP* She explained 
that over ten years ago, she had Temoved herself tt^m ^ movement 
with which jihe had come into complete disagreement friwa Ideological 
and mwal standpoint!. She stated, hCurcTer, that she knew she 
would eventoally have to i^e^oin the CP due to the fact t^at CO , 
562t4.<^ is beginning again to assume Party leadership rdtspon- 
sibilities* She said that she would make every effort to bring 
herself around to agree to rejoin tlw Party, but that her con* 
viotions against the C<»nEsunist ideology are such that if she 
Yejoins the OP, she is fearful whether or not she could control 
her emotions during ideological or political discussions « 

The source vas told that it w&s realise<l that she would 
be involved in work and tasks Which would requiregreat sacrifice 
but it was pointed out to her that in order for her to assist 
her husband in doing the job which he has set out to do, she 
should seriously consider rejoining the OP as her services were 
needed^ It was pointed out to the source 'that In the agent (a 
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opinion^ 00 $Q2i^-& eould be influentlaX in poaiibly detaching 
her to work on epeolfio tasks involving finanoes or oould attaeh 
her to a professional group where the soope of her oontaots Would 
be limited Xor seourity reasons* It was also pointed out that 
it was believed that CO 532i4.«*S eould limit her open tasks to a 
.minimum by pointing out that any open aotivities on her i>art 
wovild direotly affest Cd SQ^'S who has been instructed that 
he is jttot to operate in the open* 

Oonferenees have also been held with CO ^821^«S relative 
to his wife < 3 Yeaotivation* The informant admits that he is 
having a difXioult time making her see ih* neoessity for re- 
aotivationjp but he has advised Ihat he believes he oan handle 
the matter and that she^ as a matter of eourse^ within the 
next month or so will oonsent to going baak Into the ?arty« 
The Bureau will be kept advised oif the developments of botii 
of the sibove deseribed mattera and oontaots will be maintained 
with th# souroe jon a limited seals for seetxrity reasons and 
also at tiie YeqMst of CQ $021^, ^itio believes that as of now 
he is in a better position to eonvinee the souroe of tihte 
neeessity for reaotivation* 

The other matter raised in referenced BuLet ooneerning 
a possible eover for funds -for OGF 5^^SS is also receiving 
attention but to date no solution has been found* The informant^ 
during his recent Xew "Xovk trip^ was not offered funds on a 
regular basis for work in the Parfy* The informant advised 
that he did not feel that he should have asked tor money at 
that time Jfor the reason that the ?«rty knows his wife is work- 
ing and supporting him and also that WC 69lf*S i.s :in a position 
to financially support the ixuCormant* This matter has been dis- 
cus sied from time to time with 00 582i^*S And h» feels soma 
solution must be worked out^ but admitted that he is at a 
loss to suggest otdier employment than wilh tiie firm of 
K? (>9k^ • Ho action, will be taken on Ihis matter until the 
informant has a reeontaet with PHIL BABT» because it is possible 
that BART will further discusa assignment wit^ the infoinaant 
and may offer him a regular income from the Party whioh would 
serve to solve and account for additional funds tor the informant 
as well as employment on a full time basis* 
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Re Chicago letter dated Hovewber 23, 1953, 
aummariaing the informant's activities through Ifovember 
12, 1953. 

!rhe following summary covers the period Koven- 
bar 13th throuj^ November 26, 1953 1 

Ihe informant continues to be in regular con^ 
tact by nail with MARCEL and LENA SCHERER, prominent 
New Zork Coranunists, the lattex* of whom is a member of 
the Cistriet #2 Cadre Commission* A letter dated Novem- 
ber lU, 1953# from LENA SCHERER told the informant about 
the attendance of her and her husband at the Russian 
.aabassy November 6, 1953* Revolution Celebration. She 
reported that the event was a gala one with many of the 
countries who formerly had not attended these functions 
in attendance at this celebration. She stated that she 
had talked with her friends at the Embassy (she has pre- 
viously told the informant that her contact is the First 
^secretary of the Russian J:mbassy)and found it hard to 
explain to the Russians the Party strategy In reference 
to the American Labor Tarty during their recently held 
New York elections. 

She advised that she had aeen VIIO MARCANTONIO 
during the past week and that he, In turn, had been 
visited by WILLIAM 2. POSTER, National Chairman of the 
CP, following the New York elections. ?0S2ER reportedly 
tried to explain away the Party position to MARCANTOKTO 
by telling hlw that votes for the ALP were not important. 
According to SCHERER, MARCANTONIO had not responded to 
the overtures of POSIER and had resigned the chairman- 
ship of the ALP. She told the informant that now a new 
"little" Msn will be chosen to lead the ALP. 

SCHERER told the informal t tiiat she attended 
a meeting addressed by JOE S3AR0BIN, former "Daily Vorker" 
correspondent in Europe, on November 13, 1953. The hall 
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reportedly was 3/5 empty, jand she reported that SIAROBIN par- 
ticularly tmphasized that in the countries of Eastern Europe, 
the right of "criticism and self-criticism** Is permitted* 
She reported that jaany of the District #2 functionaries 
Inclading OEOROE BLAKE and Sif OERSON were present at this 
meeting apparently to check up on what SIAROBIN was report- 
ing. (Informant had prjevlously learned from BETTT GANNET, 
National Organisational Secretary of the CP, that smROBIN lH 
suspected of antl«»Russian statements made in connection with 
his recently made tour of Weat Coast cities*) 

3he letter continued by stating that the Bureau 
had again seen HOWARD BOLDT, employee of the "Dally Worker" 
and brother-in-law of LENA SCHERER, during the past week* 
She reported that BOLDT and his wife were upset by the con- 
tact but that BOLDT refused to let Bureau agents speak to 
him. She advised the informant that she had been in touch 
by telephone with WILLIAM UWRENCE during the past week but 
had not seen him to date. 

A letter of the same date tron MARCEL SCHERER con- 
tained approximately the same information as above. 

A letter of JNovember 19, 1953» i'rom UENA SCHERER 
advlaed that both she and her husband oontinued to be unemploy- 
ed and that financially they were "lower than low" with no one 
left to borjrow Xroxa. She mentioned that IiEON JOSEPHSON had 
again been contacted but she was not specific as to whettier 
he had been contacted by Bureau Agents or by ottier federal 
authorities. She stated that she had again seen JOE SIAROBIN, 
supra, who had a lot of stories which he had gathered on the 
West Coast about the condition of the Party. He told the 
SCHERERs, however, that he had no answer, as to what could be 
done to bring the Party into line, 'through )?revious contacts 
with the SCHERERs, the informant has liad. arrangements foj? 
JOE JS^ROBIK to see him in Chicago on or about December Ik, 
1953> when STAROBIN is scheduled to speak in Chicago. 

On Noyember 16, 19S3» the Informant drafted a per- 
sonal letter to WILUAM WEINEH, CP National Finance Man who 
Is presently ill with cancer. Ihis is in line with the 
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InfortoAn't'B program of using the influence of VEINER to 
advance the informant so long as WEI17ER lives. 

On November 19» 1953> the informant had personal 
contact with WILLIAM SENNETT, District #8 Open Organiser of 
the CP. '"ftiis was one of the regular meetings that the 
informal t has i#ith, SENNETT. and this particular meeting 
lasted for approxiJMateXy Ut hours. 

On« of the reasons why SENNETT made contact with 
the informant was to discuss certain CP election problems 
and what the informant thought of the CP District #8 1954 
election program booklet which was recently issued in the 
District. 

SENNETT) in connection with the meeting, advised 
the informant that be was in New ^ork for a conference of 
open leaders of the CP on November 12, 19^3. (Informant had 
previously learned of this meeting from SENNETT in advance 
of the scheduled meeting, and New York and interested offices 
were advised.) During the course of the meeting, SENNETT 
produced his notes on the above Conference consisting of 8 
typewritten single spaced pages. Ihe Informant read the 
report which Indicated that the following Individuals were in 
attendance) 

CLAUDIA JONES, reported on the 
Party program on peace. 

ARNOLD JOHNSON, reported on Civil 
Bights. 

SY OERSON, reported on the elections. 

WILLIAM Z. POSTER, participated In 
the discussion on practically every 
subject on the agenda but particularly 
on the subject of peace arid on the 
elections. 

BETTY GANNETT^ participated in entire 
discussion. 
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PETTIS PERRY, partielpated In entire 
disousalon. 

WILLIAM SENNETT, participated in 
entire diseuaaion* 

One ifdSSER (PH) of Hew Jeraey, belleyed 
to be the District open organiser of 
New Jeraey. 

JAMES FORREST of St. Louia, no record 
th$it he participated in diacuaaion. 

Ihe informant adviaed that a peruaal of theae naraea 
reflected that WILLIAM Z. P0S3ER in hia report atreaaed the 
point that the CP aeema to awing in ita tactic a from one 
extreme to another, firat being aectarian and then reversing 
thia and ahoutlng "coalition." Both he and BETTS: GA»HE!IT 
emphaai^ed that An example of thia waa the liquidation of 
many diatricta of the American Labor Party and the national 
liquidation of the Progreaaive Party. Both agreed ttiat theae 
poaitions are wrong becauae both ALP and the PP can be atill 
uaed by the Party and there are also "legal" reaaoxxa for con- 
tinuing their existence inaofar as the Party is concerned. 

SENHETT repor ted at the conference that the PP of 
Chicago ia vivtaallT liquidated. He stated that in 191t^d the 
PP in Chicago had 18 full-time people, while now it haa no* 
one. 

A diacuaaion waa held concerning the possibility 
of the Party encouraging people to run in the 1954 elections 
as Independent Party candidates. Ihia tactic waa agreed on 
in Kew Yorlc but waa not believed feasible' for legal reasons 
in Illinois. Ihe purpose in, New York will be to allow Party 
apeakera the right for open publicity of a political prograA 
which will allow for Party propaganda on ttie radio and In the 
newspapers. It waa emphasised that the possible vote receiv- 
ing ability of candidates Is unimportant. 

Concerning the civil rights report of this conference, 
informant decided that the Party agreed that wit^ regard to 
INS caaes the Party will concentrate on publicity on only three 
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casea^ these being BET-Tf QkMETH, ALEXANEER BIITTELMAN, and 
CLAUntA UONES. 

It was also decided to Increase the circulation o£ 
the "Daily ^/orker" as a part of the party »j conore tiring the 
original decision of the National Conference report of Sep- 
tember, 1953. It was agreed in that connection that someone 
in each district will beu assigned to be responsible for 
♦•jDaily Worker" circulation in the district. In Chicago the 
Party program calls for 1500 new "Worker" readers and 1I;0 new 
readers for the "Daily Worker" for the first year of ttiis 
concentration program. 

Ihe election report was in the main delivered "by 
S^ tffiRSON. With regard to Illinois, the big problem for the 
Party is what to do with regard to support or non-support iof 
the candidacy of Senator lOUOLAS. Bie Party, In analyzing 
the polltieal situation in the State of Illinois, finds a 
split in the Republican Tarty which might work to the advan- 
tage Of the Democratic Party in the Illinois Congressional 
elections of 195tl.. Its program is to increase the rift in 
the Republican Party if at all possible, and every effort 
will be made to avoid the political mistakes such as the 
Party jaade in connection with the use of the ALP in New York 
In the recently held New York elections. It was pointed out 
that the CP does not want to duplicate the mistakes of the 
New York District in connection with the Senator DOUOLAS 
situation, and It is hoped that the CP can modify Its stand 
on DOUOLAS in line with the Party plan of coalition and con- 
centration in the Illinois elections. 

In Illinois, next to the senatorial race, the TArtgf 
decided on a national concentration program to defeat Congress- 
man VELDE of the House Comxalttee on Un-AmerJLcan Activities* 
Again, the basis for possible defeat of VELI2E will be dis- 
agreements within the Republican Party, and particular efforts 
will be made to influence the Protestant clergy who the party 
ieels is angry with VELDE because of his attack on ministers 
in the church. The Party program calls for an initial fight 
In the primaries pn the Republican ticket to defeat VELDE* 
Ihe Party has also analyzed the possibilities &t tiie Democratic 
Party in the VELDE District and it is found that where the 
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Democratic Party was fonaerly a nonentltji the/ are now much 
stronger due to discontent among the farmer;3, farm equipment 
workers^ and among the workers In the distilling industry* 
So the Party, therefore, does not rule ojut the possibility 
of a Democratic Party victory In VELDE»* district, provided 
It Organises the workers and the farmers in his district 
against the Republican Party* 

SENHKTT then outlined to the Informant th^ Party 
program for seeking clandldates among labor with church leader- 
ship support in "VELrE's district, and told the informant of 
the detailed plans and program now in existence by the Party 
in this district to defeat VELDE. He indicated and identi- 
fied certain individuals in the Communist "left wing" union 
including one KEH BORN who has been assigned the task of work 
in the VELEE district* SENNETT also told the informant that 
the Party support among farmers will be concentrated around 
membership in the Farmers l[Jnlon, and in that connection PRED 
STOVER of the Farmers Union la now active in Illinois, recruit- 
ing oparmers ttolon iaerabers into his organisation in an effort 
to secure political support for antl-VELI3E candidates* SENHEOT 
told the informant that it was decided in New York that If it 
appears that the VELDE campaign has possibilities, the Party 
nationally lias been asked to throw in money into the political 
oamjpaign* 

SENNETT next told the informant that WIIiLIAM Z. 
FOS!n:;R>s article on thQ national question entitled "Secta- 
rianism and the Negro ^i^estion" has had a terrible reaction 
in the Chio^'o district and that to date he has been \inable 
to get a single leading negro comrade to endorse the article. 

He told the informant that HERB .MARCH, a leading 
CP trade unionist in the Chicago area and formerly a National 
Committee member of the CP, has not had his case decided on 
by the Party in reference to charges against him of "White 
Chauvinism". 

He described K/VRCH as a demoralized guy and told 
the Informant that he, SENNETT, does not know how to bring 
MARCH'S case to a satisfactory conclusion* 
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Concerning finance* In the die trie t, SENNETT told 
the informant that the district finanelal eltuatlon la excel- 
lent but that he ie afraid that the new Party asaeesments 
.and dues schedule will hurt the diatrlet financial situation, 
^e reason he gave was that he believes the new asseatsment 
will cause contributors to the Party organization fund, ^leh 
is used by the underground, to cut down on their regular x>on- 
tributlons to this fund and to balance off what they would 
give normally to the organlxatlon fund lagalnat what they will 
ilve in connection with the new aaaesament. He told the 
informant that duea collectlona have been so good that alnce 
the first Smith Act trial, no district CP leader has ever 
gone vlthout a week's pay. He stated that in a previous 
"Dally Worker" drive, the district had paid off its assess- 
ment from available funds in advance on agreement by the 
"Dally Worker" office that this fact would not be publicised 
so as to Interfere with "Daily Worker" fund drive collections. 
He then made the comment that he doea not know how "He does 
it but LEON (KATZEN) still seems to raise the dough." (KAIZEN 
is CP District #6 Financial Secretary who has been underground 
for approximately 2 years). 

SENNETT next told the informant idtauft the current 
district organization structure. He atated that In thla dis- 
trict, sections are now referred to as divisions. Qhere are 
15 divisions and 5 regions in the district, with each reglx>n 
having 3 diviaions in It. , 

Concerning CP security in the district, SENNETT 
next showed the informal t a list of approximately 50 auto- 
mobile licenses with car descriptions which he stated had 
been compiled by the district for use of the district leader- 
ship in identifying Bureau cars. He told the informant that 
he would prepare a list of these license numbers for the 
informant's use in the near future. 

SENNETT next told the informant that FRANK MUCCI, 
District #0 CP functionary who has been underground for 
approximately 3 years, ia ill with cancer at Mt. SINAI Hoapi- 
tal^ Chicago, andls registered under the name of GEORGE TIARRELL. 
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He told the Inforiaunt that he la certain the FBI 1« aware of 
MtICCI»s presence at the hospital and, therefore, said that the 
informant would have to use his own Judgement as to whether 
or not he should see MUCCI. 

At the termination of this meeting It was agreed 
that the Informant -would see SENNETT at least every four weeks 
and of tener If necessary should unforeseen circumstances 
develop* 

On Kovember 21, 1953> the Informant visited with 
FHANKMUCCI and found him in the condition .described by 
SEifNETTt *-i*he Informant had a short conversation with IiOIS 
MUCQI, the. wife, who told him that she was staying tempora- 
rily at the residence of MOLLIS ilEBER WEST, Wife of JIM 
WEST, CP underground functionary^ %e Informant agreed to 
Jceep In touch with LOIS MUCCI in the future* 

On i'ovember 21, 1953, the Informant had contact 
with JOHN .S!IEUBEN, editor of the Communist "left wing" trade 
union j)Ubllcatlon "March of Labor" for approximately i^jt hours* 
2he Informant had previously been told by SHEUBEN of a con- 
ference of the CP Trade Union Commission which was scheduled 
for November 20, 1953* 

5ENNE!IT told the Informant that he had attended 
this conference tpr the purpose of charging the district 
leadership >dth neglect of Party trade union work and was 
prepared to make allegations that there was a leak of Infor^ 
mat ion among the leadership in District #6, causing disruption 
of the normal Party wox*, particularly in trade union work* 
He told the Informant that upon arriving at the meeting, 
'^SmVE", ^o was later identified by him as SAM KUSHNER in 
charge of underground trade union Party work, was present 
and led the meeting* TJpon learning of this, STEUBEN told 
the Informant that he decided that he would not debate with 
KtTSHNEB on this Issue because he was a party to his, STEUBEN U, 
charges of District CP trade union woxdc neglect* He, there- 
fore, said that he made the decision to take up the entire 
ques,tion with the national office of the Party* 
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He told the Informant that the Trade Union Committee 
of the Party did decide to nominate HERB MARCH, previouely 
described/ as the Chicago editor of the "March of Labor"* (It 
will be noted that the informant had previously learned that 
he, STEUBEN, and the "March of Labor" Itself are being moved 
to New York.") SIEUBEN said that this decision itself was a 
slap in the face of KUSHNER by the Party trade imlon members 
because he Is part of the district leadership and MARCH is 
presently binder charges. 

STEUBEN commented that he still is convinced that 
SAM KUSHNER or someone around him in the district leadership 
lire either agents of the FBI or are willfully working to dis- 
rupt Party trade union work in this district. S3EUBEN then 
told the Informant th^t he b&d quite a discussion with the 
head of the National C? trade union work, "Little BILL", "who 
he later identified to the Informant as AL SIMON, fojroerly 
known to the Informant as one of the leading CP trade union 
individuals in New York and one-time member of the National 
Committee of the Party. SIEUBEN, in connection with this 
meeting, did not mention when It occurred or whore It occur- 
red. He did state that the nature of his discussion with 
SIMON was trade union work In the Chicago area, and the point 
he made was that the national CP trade union program Is being 
neglected by District #8, as shown by the way In which the 
*^istrict #8 leadership failed to support the "ilarch of Labor" 
during the 2 years of its existence In Chicago, and also by 
the fact that no .one of the CP underground leaders maJfe and 
guided strategy and tactics in connection with the International 
Hairvester strike in Chicago. He told the informant that if 
It :is the last thing he does he is going to get SAM KUSHNER. 

StCBUBEN, in further ♦xplaining his reason for, 
hostility to the district leadersliip of the Party., told the 
informant that he, vho was sent to Chicago by the national 
office of the CP to promote Party trade union work 2 years 
ago, had not seen CLAUEE LKHTPOOT, CP District #8 under- 
ground organiser, in the 2 years he had been here, despite 
the fact that he was supposed to have had close contact with 
this leadership. He sarcastically remarked that each time a 
jneeting with LIGHTFOOT was arranged, Ittevas cancelled by 
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LIGE3P00T on grounds of security^ ^ 

Speaking of the lack of Becurli;y of the underground 
leaderahip in this district^ SIEUBEN aited as an example the 
security precautions taken in taking himf SXEIJBBN# to the 
trade union meeting on Hovewber 20, 1953# He told the infor- 
mant that the Party had sent 30M XSUJSXj ft leading CP t3;»ade . 
unionist In the steel industry and known as such for many 
years, to pick up SIEUBEN>And he remarked that :kUSHNER 1b 
using "other guys like him in steel" for the sanie purpose • 
SIEUBEN then remarked that when KELLE^T got to the meeting, he 
was instructed that he must sit outside the door where the 
meeting was being held and bk coUld not participate in the 
trade union diseufsiens« 

, S5EBBEN told the' informant' that he wats leaving by 
plane on the afternoon of November 23, 1953> tor New York 
wher? he will take up residence in Queens^ lhe> "March of 
Labor" will be at 799 Broadway, New ^ork ^itjj and he, STEUBEN^ ' , 
and the informant made arrangements jfor BIEUBEN to see M 691|-S 
(infonaant*s brother) following his arrival in New York*, 

On the same date and during his discussion with 
S^neUBEN, HERB MAJ^CH telephonically contacted STEUBEN in the 
informant's presence^ SIBtlBEN remarked to MARCH that he had* 
an ^'oia friend visiting him who MARCH might like to see* 
Within a few moments MARCH appeared at the SOEUBEN residence 
and saw the informant for the first time in approximately 6 
years. MARCH immediately told the Informant about the present 
PArty charges against him and spoke briefly to him about? his 
family and miscellaneous matters* , MARCH asked the Informant 
for an appointment to see him within the next week, and arrange- 
jmehts were made for such meeting between MARCH Jand the Infor- 
iaant* 

On November 21. 19^J . at the info imant's Instruc- 
tions^ CS \ | of the Infoxroant, visited with b7D 
MILTON and SUE COHEN, leading Hyde Park Communists. Ihe 
scarce learjned that COHEN had been detached from the Hyde 
•Park Section of the CP and it was indicated to the source 
that COHEN le now working closely with WILLIAM SENNEOT, pre- 
viously describedi and that he is doing his Party tasks, 
possibly courier work, at the same time he is privately ji^vMs^U^^e^ij^ 
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las a welfare work Id|^ moving about the xslty* 

On November 22, 1953 1 the Informant saw BAM 
HAMMERSMARK, proprietor of the Modern Book Store, CP outlet 
for literature In the Chicago area, and a charter member of 
the CP, whom the Informant has known for approximately 30 
years. Informant obtained much information Xrom HAMMHRSMAHK 
concerning individuals in the Chicago Dlstritt, and HAMMERSMARK 
told the informant of the Party program to decentralise its * 
literature i>roductlon and outlets In contemplation &£ the 
Government decreeing the CP an illegal organisation, in which 
case the Party could not publish any of its key Marxist texts. 
HAMMERSMARK told the informant about the financial condition 
of the Modem Book Store and about an autobiography which he 
Is -writing and wmch will be edited by XJARL HIRSCH> Chicago 
editor of the "Daily Worker*'* 

In Addition to the above, the informant continues 
to furnish valuable Infoxroation concerning the background of 
individuals in the CP over the period of appraximately 30 
years, on lenin School students, and on individuals *iiom the 
Bureau la investigating under ari Espionage - B classification. 

Evaluation and future Plans 

i 

From the nature of the above described contacts, it 
Is obvious that as the informant continues his operations the 
quality .of his information continues to be better. During 
the past month the informant .has furnished information on tiie 
Identity of at least 10 individuals in the District ^ open 
and tmderground leaders^iip, as well as the identity of such 
individuals as AL SIMON, CP underground national trade union 
organiser. Trom reports this office has received from other 
offices such as Philadelphia, the informant's information has 
been accurate. This office has also had occasion to check 
the veracity of the informant's Information particularly in 
reference to the presence of underground leadership and indi- 
viduals in the Chicago area, and on each oceaslon the dnfor** 
inant'a Information has been accurate. 

3he Informant continues to patiently wait for a 
contact with PHIL BART, CP Midwest underground organiser, who 
.bete: OANNET and earlier BART 'himself stated would contact 
the Informant. This matter was discussed with the informant 
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on November Z3$ 1953 j at which time the Informant advised 
that he is not worried that the contact has not been made 
because the GP does not consider time of the essence and 
does not work under a timetable. 

Ihe .Informant plans to continue regular contacts 
witb HERB MARCH and with WILLIAM SENNETT, both previously 
described^ as well as with a select list of otheT contacts 
In this areai including SUE KLINOt wife of JACK ICLIHO> 
national CP functionary underground j and others* 

At the meeting of November 19f 1953^ arrangements 
were made with SENNE^T by th e informant Xor the payment of ^td 
Party dues by CS l I %e informant had not convinced 
her as of the date of the writing of this letter, but advi- 
sed that she realises that In order for him to accomplish 
what he has set but to do it will be necessary for her to 
rejoin the OP. Arrangements were made JPor the informant to 
talk to the SAC on December -1| 1953* to review the Informant's 
entire work and his program for the future ^ as well as to 
take up certain problems that the informant has raised* 

The informant's frame of ^ind is generally g6od> 
but he wants clarification concerning some of the matters 
on which he had raised questions with the Bureau at the time 
he had previously .agreed to be of aervice* It is believed 
that all of these matters have previously been raised by him 
and can be satisfactorily handled during this conference* 

Ihe loss of mLLlAM WEINER in the event -of his 
death from cancer will umdoubtedly not help in the informant's 
reactivation efforts because WEINER was considered by the 
informant to be his most powerful and influenclal contact* 
Informant, however^ is not worried about this ;matter because 
he anticipates using the services of certain other Smith Act 
subjects such as ETOENE DENNIS, JACK S SATCHEL and otheja^ upon 
their release Xrom Jail* In the meantime, the Informant will 
keep in contact with ^ETTJT OANNEIT and others who are avail- 
able, and continue his work in placing himself at the highist 
possible level he can reach in the national leadership*

vas advised that the contact iras »ad» by Btireau i«ents In Jlev 7ork of 
the son-in-laK of WEJOIER, but to date It appears that the effect of the 
suggestim of the inf omant as to approach^ etc«> cannot be fully 
evaluated* T)^ inf omant has also fron time to tine »ade sunesticns 
concerning the Boreau progresu Jot adraneetiwnt and devalopeent of ^cuxlty 
infoments.

R« Chlomgo letter^ Dtcenbtr 1^, 1953i ^^Rui o«ptioiii 
axuoaarlftlng the informant's mctlYltles through Novem)>er 26, 
1953* Tht follovlng summary covers the period of Hovember 27, 
1953 through December 11, 1953* 

On Movember 28, 1953# the Ixif ormant had Approxltaately 
a four hour personal conyersation vlth HERB MARCH, f ottaer 
member of the National Committee of the Communist Party and 
presently an ox*ganl*er for Local 3U7 of U?WA-CIO in Chioago» 
This was the second meeting between these individuals during 
the last ten days and was arranged at MARCH'S request* 

The reason for the request of MARCH vas explained 
by him to the informant as being that MARCH sought the informant's 
i^dvice as to what steps he might or should take with regard to 
clarifying his present Party status and particularly with 
regard to assumixig new responsibilities with the '^lef t iwring^ 
trade union publication ''March of Labor"* It will be recalled 
that MARCH had previously told the informant that he has had 
charges of white chauvinism preferred against him and that 
these charges have been held over his head for the past eight 
months without his being permitted to talk to anyone with 
authority in the party undergroxmd leadership* 

The informant, in discussing what MARCH should do, 
was priiiptadbly motivated in his remarks in keeping MARCH in 
Chicago because the Informant felt that^ continued indecision 
by the Party might be of interest to or even aid the Bureau* 
He therefore told MARCH that he, MARCH# could not leave Chicago 
so long as he had a cloud over his party record, and that 
therefore MARCH must remain in Chicago until his position is 
clarified through Party chaxmels* 

MARCH told the Inforisant that he had been in a 
constant fight with the district leadership Cor the past four 
yeara and that at present he is "on the bottom of the pile*" 
He told the informant what the fight between him and the Party 
leaderehip was about and stated that it was on a question of 
Party policy and tactics within tJPWA^^CIO* He furnished the 
details of this fight which are not being incorporated in this 
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progress l«tt«r« MARCH told the Infomant -that :ralfB BSLSTEINi 
President of UFWA-CIO vhom Ixiformant lud aeveral contacts with 
in 1$1|^ and IW to get him into the Partj, had finally gone 
into the party after the inforwaoat* • dej^arture for J(ew Xork, 
but remained only a few months in the party organisation proper 
since he had signed under pressure* 

MARCH next told the informant that the party has 
managed to keep its influence in the leadership of TJPWA'CIO 
through "RED" PROSTBN, who "cuddles up to HELSTEIK and 
influences HELSTEIN*** He then told the Infornant that charges 
against him had been preferred by CRARLET HAYES» leading 
Kegro comrade in packing Who charged that he^ MARCH » had 
given the wife of HA^S a "disrespectful hello*" MARCH told 
the informant that he had gone to Hew York to see WXLLXAM Z. 
POSTER, PETTI3, PERRT, and BETTI OAHHE'IT to get them to settle 
the whole matter and to explain his side ^f the story. 

MARCH* continuing on the Party structure in packing* 
told the informant that the present packinghouse organiser is 
RAT TZLIMAH, This Individuidls known to this office to have 
been underground for a number of years and is a Smith Act 
subject. The ether leaders are SAM PARKS, and the party has 
also moved into the ITPKA off ices such individuals as OSCAR 
BROWN, J^R., HAZEL ORAY^ and other similar people. KARCH also 
told the informant that the packing section of the Party is 
completely dominated by Hegro leadership and told the informant 
about certain factionalism that exists in the packinghouse 
section between the whites and .Hegroes» 

MARCH next discussed the District Ho, 8, Communist 
Party leadership and registered complaints concerning CLAUDE 
LIOHTPOOT, District Ho. d XJnderground Organiser, whom he 
stated has taken the position that every district' must have 
a strong leader and that he must operate District No. 8 in 
this manner. He described LIOHTPOOT «s an opportunist and 
demagogue and detailed complaints to the informant concerning 
the failure of LIQHfTOOT to consent to meeting with MARCH 
to settle the charges of the Party against MARCH. 

MARCH next told the informant that at a meeting' of 
party trade union leaders in Chicago. in November, 1953* the 
district trade union committee Jhad asked for the jservices of 
MARCH as the Chicago editor of "March of Labor** and also if 
necessary to move MARCH to NeV irork to work on the staff of 
''March of Xabor.'^ MARCH told the informant that the District 
Board had raeently met and had refused to release him for 
these duties. One of the reasons given by the Distvict Boax^d 
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for f AlluM to rtUtif hln was the fact that tha diatrlct 
■laadarahlp axpaotad Smith Act arrests at any tine and that 
they knew MARCH vetad be anong those arrested. The 
explanation was given that if/arrests oecurred they needed 

auoh 
a mass leader in trade union work sueh aa MABCR as a part 
of their defense during tht trial in oMer to get nasa trade 
union supjport* 

On ^ovenber 30, 19$3, the infoxi&Ant furnished the 
diatrlct organisational atruoture of the party as 4c^talned 
fron WILLIAM SENNETS on November 19» 1953» at a »eeting between 
them. A'he Informant learned that District Mo. 8 Is now composed 
x>t 15 divisions McoA $ regions. 2;ach region has 3 divialena. 
SSNNETT told the Informant that what was formerly known aa a 
section is now referred to as a division* 

A letter received on Ifovember 29# 1953* from LENA 
SCHBRERi prominent New York Coomunlst and member of the 
District Ho. 2 cadre oommlssloni advised the informant that 
SCHERER and her husband had been visited by SAM COLEMAN. Thia 
Individual Is identical with the individual who was arrested 
with ROBERT L* THOMPSON and SID CTEIN on t>ie Vest Coast. 
SCHERER commented sarcastically that COUEMAltji id iUiaoitaqting 
the status of the Party, indicated that he felt that every- 
thing was moving along iileely but ahe stated that both she 
and her huaband bad properly refrained from discussing his 
"mountain climbing" episode with C0I2MAN. SCHERER sarcastically 
remarked to the Informant in i:»ef erring to COLEMAN »s optimism 
concerning the status of the Party, "What can one do with sueh 
people in leadership?" 

The Itttar alao told the informant that I£ON JOSEPHSON 
is teaching a class In "Soviet Law" at the Jefferson School and 
certain Party people had raised (juestlons and viciously spoken 
about the attitude of VITO MAROANTONIO. JOSEPHSON defended 
MARCANTONIO and according to SCHERER, expects Party crlticlam 
for so doing* 

On December 2, 1953i the Informant had personal 
contacts with Dr. SAUL PEARIMAN, Communist Iparty doctor In 
the Chicago area* PEARIMAN told the Informant that he la thinking 
of giving \ip his southside offices and of concentrating on hia* 
downtown office. The Informant, in commenting on these remarks, 
has advised that PEARLMAN is having difficulty with Negro 
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oXl«nt»^ ttnt to blm by thd party And it txH>ubl#d relative 
to the posBibility that thla will Interfere with hie 
profeeslonal reputation and la thinking eerloualy about 
the Party himself* tlhla mattAz!^ is being closely followed 
by this office and at an ajpproprlate time an interview with 
PEARLMAN is contemplated. 

Continuing with the disouaaion had with PEARLMANf 
the informant adviaed that the dlscuaaion passed on to the 
operation of the party and particularly to certain indlvlduala 
in the party undergroundi including BERNIE and SOPHIE FED>WAH| 
In-laws of Dr* PEARIMAM. 

FEARI^H^ according to the informant^ appeared to 
be l^roubled concerning theae individuals and made the remaric 
that no ont on hit wlfets aide of the family knows i^Ait^nt the 
FEIDMARS are or what taska they are aasl^ed to* 

The informant also mentioned that PEARDCAir indirectly 
referred to the fact that he continues to see Z£0]f KATZENi 
Conmuniat party District Mo* 6 Underground Financial Secretary^ 
and talks to him from time to time* 

FIIARIHAN# like many other comrades In the .district 
who have been in the movement for many years^ according to 
the inl'ormanti is troubled and seeks the advice of the informant* 
In connection with the above described conversationi the 
informant told FEARIMAlf to charge feea to the Hegro clients 
because the Kegro clients do not turn over the money that 
they supposedly are to tium over when PEARIMAM renders them 
free professional aervice* . Xhe iziformant explained that Party 
rules on Party doctors permit the doctors to accept fees from 
clients referred to them by the party and/or to give gratis 
treatment to comrades provided they agree to turn over the 
stipulated service charge to t^e party* 

A X«tt«r troxik lEKA SCfiBRERi abovo deiscrlbedy dattd 
D«cember 2, 1953* adYlstd tbat she is now employtd in a print 
fhop for th# holiday period and parliapa lor m short period 
theraaftsr. She told the infomant that lEOn JOSEPfiSOM is 
having trouble vith the novie partnership vhich CARX. mBZAHl 
and JOSEPHS0N*» wife^ XUCY, had vhereln LUC5I JOSEPHSOK liad 
put in several thousand dollars* £he told the informant that 
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LTJCr JOSEPHSOK hsA been pushed out of the partnership and Xoat 
her m<^ey after knowing MARZANI and hla partner for at leait 
twenty yeara. SCHERER told the infonaent that she h&s aaot yet 
seen WiriilAK MWREJfCS, Communist Party District No. 2 Cultural 
Director who is underground from time to time. And the infomant 
advlaed that BCHERER* one of MlfiE»CE»8 closest friends, has 
not seen XAWHENCE for approatiraately three months. 

\^^^ ^ Mother le tter from the same person of December 6, 
1953* told the Informant that "our big ehiefsj" (meaning 
VILIIAM Z. FOSTER or the District Ho. .2 leaders, according 
to the Infomant) sent a trade union delegation to VITO 
HAKCANTOKIO which urged him to take the leadership baoic in 
the Anerlcan Labor Party. MARCAHTOHIO reportedly gave them 
"H — " and told them he' does not play around with organisations. 

SGHERER told the infomant that two State Conalttee 
meetings of the ALP had been held of recent date, but the 
committee had Teached no conclusions as to »ho would be apDointed 
to succeed MARCANTOKIO. She told the informant that Dr.' \iVt» 
B. DyBOIS, emus IAMoht, and Dr. PAOiONB, and other important 
people have resigned from the ALP. JShe stated that what is 
left in the ALP are the "little apparatus people."

It will 
be recalled that the informant, in conversations with WILLIAM 
SENHETT on Hovember 19, 1953* was told by 5ENNETT that at a 
Communist party open leaders conference held on November 12, 
1953, in Hew York, it was decided that each district would assign 
one person full tlwe to work and be ofesponslblo for "Daily Worker* 
subscriptions and fund drives.

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WEINSR^s pliytieal condition^ but the Jlxiformant xntdt a brl«f

On Deceittber 3, X9S3» I I was in contact by 
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phone with SUE KLINQ, viXe of JACK XLIHG^ National Conmuniat 
party Underground leader « >rho told the infonoant that ahe had 
loat her job. Arrangementa uere made for theae individuala 
to have lunch on December 9$ 1953* On that date JCLIMO told 
thlfi informant that .ahe had a new job in the Chicago loop 
and ahe did not indicate that she attributed her loaa of her 
previous job to the FBI* KLINCJ told thi a informant that ahe 
vould see CG 5>62l^*S in the near future* 

On December 8« 1953 # the informant had pergonal 
contact Kith OHABLEB HXTCHSLL» Comuniat Party 7rade Jinion 
leader in the Chicago area^ >dio in June^ 1953# had told the 
informant that he had been aaaigned to underground i«^ork« 
Thia contact lasted for approximately four and a half houra^ 
dtiring vrhich MH^CHELL told the informant that he had juat 
been released Xrom hie underground aaaignment which vaa in 
charge of security vork in Die trie t Xo» 8« 

HrrCHELL told th* jLnformant that his r^ItttM h«d 
occurred b«c&use of & reorganisation of tha Dlstviot leadership 
vhich had ^en decided upon at a jneetlng of the District Ko* 8 , 
Board, recently held Wherein after an analysis of the inter- 
national and national politieal situation, and of the defects 
in the present Party organisation, it was decided to pr<)Vide 
.for the rank and Xile $^ mass organisation leaders of the J^arty 
open leader^Bhip vho could act viih authority. . As a resiilt of , 
this decision, according to MITCHELL* he* lfITCHELL# was told 
by SD STARR* a swwher of the Board, that full tine serviotts of 
a sectxrity man vera no longer needed and that he vo\lId be 
released. This release, aooording to MXTCHBLL* occurred after 
iM and STABR had a fight wherein MITCHELL was charged wi th , 
oareleasness and ignorance odxu'ing a Board meeting In which dt 
was at first felt MITCHELL had led the District Board into a 
trap* The informant* in ooamenting on the above* described 
MITCHSLL as "naive** in believing that his release was for the 
reasons stated by £TAHH and the Informant commented that the , 
real reason why HITCHELL was released from this key apparatus 
Job was poscibly due to incompetenee*

MITCHELL^ in diaeusaing hi a dutiea as aeeurity nan 
for the Diatriet, told the Infonaant tbat among hi a dutiea 
were the proteetion of the Dlatrlct Beard members in that he 
located hiding plaeea for them» the obtaining of meeting placea 
for the Diatrlet Board* and the handling of certain "reaerre** 
ftinds of the party* In oonneetlon with the location of meeting 
placea, KXTCHELL deaorlbed how he operated and indicated that 
one recent Dlatrlct Board meeting waa held approximately 120 
miles from Chicago In a motel and another waa held in a farm- 
house 90 to 100 miles from Chicago. 

In further discussions with MITGHEIiL on certain 
political matters, including dissatisfaction among the farmers 
%ilth the present party policy of the administration, MITCHELL 
made the remarJc, "I know that the farmers In Southern Michigan 
are discontented." The Informant interpreted this remark to 
mean that MITCHELL has recently been In Southern Michigan since 
he knows nothing about farmera and the Informant is of the 
opinion that the locus of the District Board meeting places, 
ahoTe described, may be in Southern Michigan for that reason. 

In connection with the authenticity of the above 
described, particularly in reference to the maintenance of 
MITCHELL of Party "jreserve" funds, InTestlgatlon hy this office 
has reflected that MUCBELL has a bank account with two deposits 
made within recent months totaling over 45*000 • In further 
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ch«oklng on tht Ttr«eity of the Ixifomatlon fumlfh^d y>j 
th# informant , independent invettigmtion by thie office 
during the past few laontha haa reflected that CIAUDE IiIORT^ 
POOTi District No# 8 Undergrotind Organiser, may be in the 
vicinity of Benton Harbor, Michigan, fron tine to time* 
It vill be noted that Benton Harbor, Michigan, is located 
approximately 120 miles from Chicago* 

MITCHELL, in connection with his discussions on 
the composition of the District Boardi indicated that there 
is considerable factionalism among members of the Board* 
In that connection he described CIAUDE LIOHIPOOT as a 
**lo\id-mouth^ who shouts at people as if he is a general* 
He also told the informant that some members of the District 
Board are making efforts to remove VAaENKNECHT from his 
present underground assignment to open leadership to smother 
district* 

MITCHELL «ato told th« Infonuuat thftt neither moV 
KATZEM nor SkH inrSBNER «r« nenbers ot tho Dlttriet Board at 
the present tl«e» 

MITCHELL additionally told the inroraant that the 
Diftriot Board doei not aeet often and that generally there 
are interrals of from six weeks to two nonths between meetings 
because the neabers are scattered* He however stated that 
indlyidual Board aeabers get together froa time to tiae to 
see eaoh other*

MITCHELL also told the inforaant that at the District 
Board aeetiAg called to decide on reorganikation of the leaiier'- 
shljpt a debate was held as to who would be the open district 
organiser with authority* Two individuals were discussed* 
these being ED STUQt* who has been underground for a nuaber 
of years and was f oraerl)^ tho open organltaliion secretary of 
the party in the J)istrict, and BILL SEHHETT. The final decision 
was aade to keep STARR tmderground in the reserve leadership 
and to give SBHHETT the open district organisers Job and 
authority to aake Party decisions without contacting the 
xinderground leadership* SENHETT it also to be given acre 
people to work with hia and these people also are to have 
soae authority* 
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Th« r«ftson for giving th«>« IndlTldutlt Authorit/ 
l8 to obviate the neeeeelty of frequent eontecta by many 
people with the real Party undergrotmd leaderahlp« tbxia 
Inaurlng nore adequate aeeurlty for the underground leader- 
ahlp* It waa alao decided that VAQBITKHEOKT and the other 
platrlot Board aembera will *l80 remain underground* 

In addition to the above, MITCHELL alao deacrlbed 
the Party altuatlon in the packing Industry and mentioned 
that there la oertaln factionalism among the comrades in 
pacldng as a result of certain deoisloni made by RAY TILLMA1I# 
party packing organiser. MITCHELL also described his plans 
for the :future and his Party work. In addition, MITCHELL 
advised the informant that the District Board meeting had 
made a decision to create a sub ciwmittee of the District to 
work on Party activities in conhec.tlen with the 1954 
congressional elections, the individuals identified by 
MITCHELL a a forming this committee are as follows t

In addition to the above, the Informant obtained 
information from MITCHELL which indicates that the Party 
leaderahip In this dlatrict and in other districts has 
reached the conclusion that the political climate in the 
United States as a result of certain notes between the 
aovernment and the USSR, President EISEITHOVER * • speech 
before the UN and other similar elroumatanees ia -right 
for additional open Party activities. A aeparate letter 
is being directed to the Bureau and Mew York under the 
caption of **COKfAOS**, outlining the Informants information 
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and hla opinions wtxioh In •ff«ot stat* that if tbt aoTe]E*n]n«nt 
d«rerB aotlTity of a prosecutlva natura or Miloh night ba 
dtseribad at add«d evidanc* that tha OoranuMnt has furtbar 
intentions of prosseution of Communist laadars^ tha Communist 
party laadarship will ssnd Tarty leaders now In the \inderground 
out in order to increase its Party aetivity« The general idea 
that the informant desires to oonvay is that tha Bureau may 
desire to consider tha advisability of letting the party feel 
secure to operate openly for the next few wenUis in order that 
a net may be spread to arrest real leadership of the Party of a 
quality similar to the arrests of leadarsMp that occurred in 
the party in Ift^. 

On Jifeaembar 9* 1953* the iafanuait additionally 
adTised that ha has lesmed from MIYCBSLL that ROKAIIA 
KERQtJSON* former wife of MX BANSBOROITOH* Hational Negro 
Communist leader* now deceased, within tha next two weeks 
is traveling with her husband to the Virgin Islands. This 
information was furnished to Hew York 1>y alrtal. 

In addition to the above referred to ccm tacts and 
information^ tha informant continues to furnish background 
information eonaeming tha identity and aetiyitias of leading 
Communists throughout the country* 

On December 9, 1953* the Informant called Attention 
to tha present aituaticm of the Italian Communist Party and 
to its pragraai i#hleh information is being incorporated in a 
blind memorandum to the Bureau. It is believed thia information 
and the Informants opinions will be of value to both the 
State Pepartment and other intelligence agencies of the ax«ad 
services* 

EVALPATIOH AMD PnTDRE PLAMS 

The informant still expects his contact with PBIL 
BART* previously described. Ha is both aggravated and discontented 
with the failure of the party underitround leadership to follow 
through on its conaittments and has registered his dissatisfaction 
with his present status in a letter to WILLIAM \«EIMER. 

At suah Ume as the death of WILLIAM WEINER occurs, 
the iixformant will use that opporttmity* if Bureau authority 
is obtained* to go to Kew York and further register his eomplainta 
in an attempt to effect a contact with BART ao that his specific 
assignment snd tasks can be settled* 
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Xha infornant has foh«dul«d Additional oontaota 
with CHARLEY MITCHELL and with WILLIAM SBNKETT within the 
next veek* In addition* the Informant expeota a nunber 
of contacta with individuals during the coming holidays. 

The informant* through oontaeta with the SCHBRERS 
in Hew York, has made arrangenenta for JOE STAROBIM, former 
"Dally Worker" eorreapondent In SuropSi to sea the informant 
during STAROBIN*s speaking engagement trip to Chioago from 
D^xtember Il4-16^ 1953. 

On December 1, 1953# the SAC net with the informant 
for a review of his work and for a diaeussion concerning his 
future work, A separate cowaunication has been directed to 
the Bureau On this matter under the caption of CO 582I4-S. 

The informantts health has deteriorated slightly 
during the past few weeks due possibly to the changes of 
weather which has an effect on his heart condition. He 
however has eaneelled no appointments either with the Agents 
handling him or with Party people desiring to see him.

On Deeemb«r 9, X$$3» the matter of whether or not 
the informant, who has been among VglNSR^e closest friends 
for approximately thirty years, would be expected to attend 
the fxmeral of WEINER was discussed with the informant* The 
informant advised that >riaile he was In New York In November, 
1953# he had told WEINER«s wife and son-ln-law, MILTON HELLER, 
who lives in the VSINSR home, that he wanted to be kept advised 
of WSINER^s condition and that if he could l>e of help to the 
family, this fact should be communicated to him* The informant 
said that he believes he will be called In by the family at 
VEINER^s death and that It would >)e in the Interest of the 
Bureau for him to go to New York at that time* 

Tbm informant said that he believes he would be 
asked l^y the family to be wit& the family during the mourning 
period, in which case he would have close personal talks with 
Mrs* VEINER, MILTON HELLER, and other Individuals close to 
WEINER, including LEM HARRIS and ISADOR WOPSEY* Informant 
believes that he can possibly learn much in the way of 
information as to what WEINER did in the way of turning 
over Communist Party national fund information and information 
concerning Party buslnessea Just prior to his, WEINER'a, 
death and in addition, can learn the Identity of the 
individuals who will succeed WEINER in Coimmmist party fund 
work* In addition to this, the informant also feels that the 
Xvuxeral reason would furnish him adequate cover for such a 
trip and that he could explain finances as emanating from

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The Informant's real reason for such a trlp# of

contacted the Informant since September XS^-lb, 1953#

ZUSHNER reportedly attended this meeting and, 
according to STEUBEN, KUSHNER uses KELLY and "other individuals 
in steel"' like him for the purpose of bringing certain trade 
unlAn leaderj into contact with KUSHNET^.

This information ia being correlated and used by 
this office for lead purposes in efforts to locate KUSHNER 
and other underground Party leaders. 

The ,full details jand the information obtained through

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On Novemb» 19 # 19^3 1 the Informerit had cohtact 
with WILXIAM SENNETT, CP District 8 Open Organiser, tor 
approximately k^ hours. SENNETT In addition to dlacusslng 
matters Involving Party strategy and tactics within the district 
exhibited to the Informant his typewritten notes consisting of 
eight single spaced pages t>n the Novamber 12, 19^3 CP open 
leaders conference in New york#

During November, 1953, the Informant also had two 
contacts with KERB HARCH, former National Committee member of 
the CP, and presently an organiser for Armour Local No. 3U7# 
tIPWA-CIO. /These contacts were for the ostensible purpose 
of obtaining from KARCH, as per the request of FOSTER, certain 
Information concerning the status of the ehicges against MARCH 
of White Chauvinism* During the course of these contacts the 
Informant waa able to, obtain Information concerning the status .

MARCH, in addition, told the Informant, that RALPH 
HELSTEIN, present head of the United Packinghouse Workers 
of America - CIO, after the informant had left Istrlct 8 
In approximately 191(^6, had become a member of the CP for a 
short time* MARCH also told the Informant about factionalism 
In the district and In addition Identified RAY TILIMAK also 
a missing District No* 6 \mderground functionary as being the 
organizer of the Party In the Packln^ouse Industry.' ' 

On December 8, 19^3 the Informant had contact for a 
number of hours with CHARLES MITCHELL whom the Informant had 
previously Identified as having been assigned to the Party 
underground In June, 1953 « Dxirlng the conversation which 
lasted for approximately 4^ hours MITCHELL told the Informant 
that he had just heen released from his underground assignment 
In charge of security work for District No* 8. MITCHELL told 
the Informant about hla responsibilities In connectlpn with 
security work which Included locating meeting places for the 
district board pt the CP. He generally referred to two such 
type meeting places one of which he described as being In a 
motel about 120 miles away from Chicago and the other as being 
at a farm hou»e approximately 90 to 100 miles from Chicago*

It was the first meeting betveen these individuals 
for several month% MILLIR having been instructed by the 
Informant for security reasons that he, OILIER, had JLeamed 
that he and Ms business were under invest Igatlott.

Inuring the Christmas holidays > the Informant and his 
wife saw many key Communists in the Chicago area as well as 
the wives of » number of individuals who BTe either Sxulth Act 
jsubjecta underground or whose husband* are in Jail following 
prosecutions* One of these contacts was SUE KLINO^ wife of 
JACK KLINO^ a close associate and a |>rotege ot the informant* 

The purpose of these contacts was to create good 
will but primarily because the Informant has reason to 
believe SUE XLINa is in contact with her husband and he desires 
and knows that she will convey information to KLING that the 
informant is interested in the Party^ that he is laoving 
around I and that he is caring for the needs of certain key 
people whose husbands are undergroxmd* 

On January 2, 195^4^ the informant had personal contact 
with PHIL ICOSSOPPj tmtll recently the District 8 Professional

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JOHNSON desired to get the Informant b oernlBBlon

Aa a result of the Informant's position on the burial 
of ELIZABETH JOHNSTONE, the informant subsequently learned from 
WILLIAM BENNETT that the miitter had been taken up by the district 
with POSTER md that FOSTER had refused to release this lot and 
that the Tarty was authorised to buy a burial' plot nearby.

Evaluation and 
Contemplated -plans

been clearly demonstrated. The information furnished by 
this informant is contained in five volumes by this office. . 
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It Is believed that th^ qusllty of hit contacts and 
the quantity and scope of the Information he fwnlshes la such 
that It can ha duplicated by :few. If any. Informants of the 
Bureau. The Information Is widely tised In the National CP 
Office reports and In the District Ko* 8 reporjts as well as 
in CP - tuaderground reports and on Individual reports written 
In this offltfs. 

The leads suggf st.ed from the information ion CP 
underground personnel are being followed l>y this office and 
it is belisYed positive tangible results Will be in the 
toaking.

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It is apparent jTron the oontaet with these people 
and from the information the Inforsiant has o'btalned i^om than 
to date that he is trusted and that vhen he assumes an active 
official position he will be In an even better position to 
furnish lil^ level information of a nature available to few.

On January 5# 195/f» the informant and the agent who 
handles him had a discussion concerning future plans to place 
him at a high level In the Party* The Informant on that 
date advised of a telephonic contact with NY 6%'S wh6 had 
stated that he had contact with WILLIAM WEINER during the 
past week. WEINER, on b^ing informed by NX 69I4.-S that 
CO 5024-S has not had his Party task concretised, was reportedly 
extremely surprised and made arrangements for the informant 
to have a definite appointment with BECIY GANNETT on or 
about January II4., 195a. Arrangements were made for the 
informant and M3f 69lf*S to lay a business cover for this trip 
and the Bureau was advised of the above facts by alrtel 
on January 11, 1J)$1^» 

The informant advised that hp also feels that aiuch a 
trip must be made because he is attached nationally and must 
resolve his status with national party officers. He advised 
that he must have personal contact with BETTY GANNETT because 
he intends to raise certain pointed questions Ss to reasons 
why the undei'greund leadership has not recontacted him and 
he also intends, if the opportunity appears right, to make 
certain charges against the District No. 8 leadership and for 
that reason should be present to defend himself. 

The Informant Is prepared with facts ,to defend hii

Attitude and Haalth

She informant's nental attitude toward cooperation 
with the Bureau remains excellent. He is only restrained 
from taking more drastic and direct ateps toward bringing

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He liAa now carafulljp prepared a case against the 
underground and District 8 leadership and Is orepared to prisent 
it to BETTX GANNETT if the ^^.ureau Authorises the trip requested

Infflrmant's health remains about the same and he 
continues to energetically wake his contacts and he neyer has 
cancelled an appointment >/lth either the Party people or 
an agent for reasons of health* 

Recotmnendatlons 

Based on the curx^ent value of this Informant and 
on the potential value of this Informant on a national level 
In the Party it Is recommended that the services of thJs 
Informant be continued for an additional six month period 
beginning February 1, 195U «^ch payment to be made at the rate 
of ISOO per month to be used in* the following manneri *$600 
for living expenses including payments on his automobile 
at the Tate of $6? v^r month, llOO for miscellaneous expenses 
including entertainment, ordinary travel, and literature,

On Deeember 1, 1953 > ^ conferenoe was held between 
the Special Agent in Charge and the informant at the informant's 
request.

Informant also uses approximately tlOO per month for 
necessary literature, books, magaxines^ and papera >rhlch he 
must necessarily read In order that he might be prepared to 
discuss matters raised In talks with comrades. Re and his 
wife are regularly paying Party dues in amounts which exceed 
slightly the required amount because the Party functionaries are

M 69k'^S inquired concerning whether certain 
individuals, formerly known to him as "Party angels",

MSINEB had previously asked the informant to make

Trom February 12 through 18, 195l|- 05 5821|.-s, 
as a result of an extended trip to New York In January, 
19^, suffered a recurrence of his chronic ailment to 
the extent that his doctor put him to bed for three 
days and confined hin to his residence until February 
19, 1951|.. Thf doctor's diagnosis >#as that the informant 
had completely over-taxed his physical capacities during 
the above trip and that he xindoubtedly bad Incurred a 
block in an artery which caused a temporary paralysis 
of his left arm. It will be recalled that daring the 
above described ll|. day trip the Inf.omant traveled con- 
siderably in jrew York and worked from early morning until 
late at night in the interests of the Bureau In contacting 
comrades there. 

Ih« itgent, m connection with what he Ws been 
observing about the Informant ts decline In health, has 
repeiitedly told the informant that particularly on trips 
such as the one to New 7ox4c, he must curb his contacts 
to the extent that he will< be able to operate in the 
best Interests of the Bureau end at the same tine maintain 
his physical capacity to continue. In this respect the 
Inforxaant is most difficult to handle in that his replies 
1;o such remarks are that It is not possible to curb activities 
once you are engaged in operating In the iParty and particu- 
larly in his case it Is impossible for him to operate In 
any manner than as a full time Party person. She infor- 
mant has repeatedly stated that he Is out to help the > 
Bureau to the fullest possible extent and that the only 
way he can do so Is to operate as if he were , a well man. 

On Owittary 19, 19$k the agent had contact with 
Informant at his Insistence despite the fact that he was 
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obviously still quite 111. 

3he Inf owaant, displayed a not© which he had 
received jfroM SAM CABR, Canadian espionage atibjoot, which 
had been referred to the Informant by HT 69l;-S and had 
been written while M 694-S was recently in panada where 
he was in eon tact with CARR* 

This correspondence la the flrat between the 
Infonaant and SAM CARR since about 191^-7 • It will b4 
recalled that CARR and the Inf ozraant were roommates 
at the Lenin school* 

ThB Informant stated thj» note, w«a personal 
in content and most friendly in nature* CARR e:q>ressed 
sorrow on learning of the physical condition of their 
close associate WILIIAM WEINER* CAftR, responding to 
the InforiaantU note which had been delivered to CARR 
by NT 69l|-*S wherein the Informant Indicated a desire to 
see CARR at some future date^ expressed the hope that 
he and Cd $B2l^S could see each other in Canada this 
siaiamer# OARR added that he Is looking forward to a 
long chat with the Infoxtaant In connection with their 
contemplated get-together# ■ 

The Informant also on the same date displayed 
three letters recently received from LEHTA and HARCEL 
SCHERBH, prominent Uew Tork Communists* IPwo Items of 
Importance to the Bureau were contained therein* First 
in Importance was an item relative to certain letters 
presently being circulated In New York by an unidentified 
person or' group which contain a thesis of criticism of 
the Communist Party national leadership and Its policies 
and whicli letters ask for replies to be directed to a 
Post Office box presxjmably In Hew Tork* XENA SCHfiRER 
told the Informant that she Is attempting to obtain a 
copy of these letters and at the same time she told the 
Inf orxaant that neither she nor her htusband haye received 
any of i;he letters* 

Ihe second Item of Importance contained In 
these letters concerned a meeting that the SCHKRBRS 
had on or about February 9, 195i^ with "two friends 
fr<»a the Capital^ during ^hich she told the informant 
that she and her husband had told them much* !Ihc 
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Informant Tmova that tb» .'SCHBRKRS have eontaota Vith 
Individuals both in -tha USSR and Rtmanlan Bnbaaslaa 
and from tha cotttants of tha la t tar, tha Informant 
axprasaed tha opinion that tha aCilBRBRS Vara In con- 
tact with rapraaontatlvaa of tha TJSSB Enibasay and 
possibly with tha plrat Sacratarjr of tha Embassy alnca 
tha informant )mowa that thay iira aequalntad with him. 

On tha aama data tha informant provldad this 
off lea with f iva Ccwamunlat Party ahop l>ullatlna Issuad 
In tha Chicago District, 

Tha informant also on tha aaina data axhlbltad 
a nota raeaivad jTrom HT 69li.-S following his raturn from 
his raeattt Canadian trip* Ibis nota was ixot datallad 
but mr 694-3 Indlcatad that in oOnTarsations with 
Canadian party laadara oartaln things had baan dlseuasad 
batwaon him and tham ralatlva to tha naad for ^ 694-S 
to travel* It was alao Indlcatad iliat tha Canadians 
had inyltad NY 69l|.-S to visit lraa»a^ presumably at thalr 
expanse in order for NT fe94-S to have a vacation and at 
the, same tiaie obtain medical treatment* 

On February 20^ 195l|. the Informant telephonlcally 
advised that Kf 691^*8 had contacted him by phone on two 
occasions during the evening of the above date, !Bie first 
call advised the informant that WILLIAM WEINEB waa dying 
and that the informant should come immedliitely. The 
second call advised the Informant that VSINER had died* 
On the occasion of the second call, the informant apoke 
with ESTHER WEINER, Wife of WILLIAM WBIHER, who asked 
the informant to come to Hew York at once. 3toe infor- 
mant advised this office that he would Itava for Hew York 
by plane on the following day. 

Xm. February 21, instant, the Informant contacted 
HARRY MILLER, proprietor of a Party buslneai in Chicago 
and who waa .closely connected with Party jPund worlc, and 
advised mLLER of WEIHER«a death At the same time telling 
MILXER that the inf oirmant needed money to go to Hew York. 
MILLER told tha informant that he would "loan the money" 
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to meet with him for Itmch on 
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p#bruary 23^ to pick up the mon#y> J | auoc»»d»d 
In borrowing the monty to s#nd <XJ ^024-3 to N#w Yofrlc 
from m neighbor on February 21, ins tent. 

The informant on the eamo date advised that he 
wanted to go to Hew York because of the fact that a« a 
result of the WEIBER death, Important decisions regarding 
Communist Party finances would have to be made and he wanted 
to be In a, position to submit WEIHERU; suggestions made to 
the Informant in January, 1951|. relative to a successor to 
BETTY OAKHETT. In that connection, the Informant said that 
he hoped the Bureau had succeeded in making arrangements 
to permit OANHfeTT to travel to the bedside of WEINER prior 
to WEIHER's death so that he could make suggestions per- 
sonally to her# It will be recalled that among the 
suggestions for successors that WEINER had made to Od ^82lj.-S 
In January, 195i4.i Involved both CO 5821+ -S and HY 69l*.*S. 
The Informant advised that If aANNETT had not um^n WEIHER 
prior to WEIKBR's death, then 00 5821|.-8t of course, could 
not raise either the names of himself or ifY 691^.-8 for reasons 
of security* 

Chicago, had previously advised the Bureau by 
letter on February 3# 195i^ of the above facts and had 
suggested that the Bureau might feel It advisable to 
make appropriate arrangements with lUS to permit a meeting 
between OANNBIT and WBIHBR# A reply letter of the Bureau 
dated February 18, 1951^ <tsked Hew York to look Into these 
matters, however, It appears that WEIMER died prior to 
the time when any Bureau arrangements along these lines 
could have been effected*

E valuation and Future Plans 

It la difficult to •xpress an opinion jconcerning 
the results of the Informant's work during the past two 
weeka at this time because of the jf act that complete details 
are not known to this office as of the date of th# writing 
of this letter# 

It la, however^ felt that the Infoxwant's preaence 
with tb.e WEINBR family during the period above described;, 
has Increased/the Informant'* prestige among leading comrades 
in the Pliirty and tbiat this buUd-stp together wlto the build- 
up that the Inf^ormant has done tti the past« will greatly 
assist In placing the Informant in a key leadership position 
in the Party in the future ♦ 

Wliether or not the Informant is able to Influence 
the choice of a financial successor for WILXIAM WEINER la 
not inown at thia time* It la believed that QANNEOT on 
the occasion of their contemplated meetlz^ zoay as.k the 
Informant for recommendations*

NY-69I1-S asked PHItLIPS whether he might meet TIM 
BUCK, head of the Canadian CF, but PHILLIPS replied that 
BUCK had been in Mexico recently, and had returned to Canada 
via Vancouver, whence hei was en route to Toronto, PHILLIPS 
stated that BUCK was on a "speaking toi^*" while returning to 
Toronto, and was not expected to arrive in Toronto for another 
ten days. 

To induce PHILLIPS to discuss BUCK fwther, the 
informant coramented that he had read of a recent International 
Labor Conference in Mexico City, and that he assumed that 
BUCK had attended the said Conference, PHILLIPS replied that 
BUCK "had not gone there for that—that there was something 
else." In that connection, he said, "Tell BETTY GANNETT that 
TIM was able to contact 'the two peopl(3« there*" jiVflien the . 
informant furnished this information to BETTY GAITNETT upon 
his return from Toronto, she, accordins to NY-69I1.-S, became 
Visibly distxirbed, and said, "My gosh—maybe he shouldn't have 
done itl Holy smokes!" ) 

At this meeting with PHILLIPS the latter stated he 
desired to discuss several matters with the informant then, 
but would like to discuss them again in more detail before 
NY-69I1-S should leave Toronto. PHILLIPS said that a message 
had been received from the "Kommsomolos" (Phonetic), which, 
according to NY-69l|.-S, Is the Russian "Young Communist League", 
that a convention vrould be held in Moscow on 3/12/5l|. The 
message directed that two delegates be sent to the said con- 
vention from the Canadian YCL and two delegates from the 
American Labor Youth League, (The informant could not recall 
the specific name of the Canadian organization but described 
it as the Canadian organization of the "YCL".) 

NY-6911.-S told PHILLIPS that in view of financial 
difficulties of the CP,USA, and difficulty with respect to 
obtaining passports, he was doubtful whether the C?,USA could 
accede to the Russian request. PHILLIPS said that the dele- 
gates would be reimbursed for expenses by the Russians, and 
that to expedite the matter, the Canadians would advance funds 
for transportation, would obtain travel tickets, and would 
obtain visas for the American delegates in Ottawa, Canada. 
All the Americans need do, he said, was to go to Canada as 
soon as possible.

Continuin;' to discuss this matter, PHILLIPS stated 
that the Canadian delegates already had been chosen. One

PHILLIPS then directed UY-69i|-S to ^>eport the 
following to BETTJr GANNETT: 

The Bulgarian comrades in Detroit should be notified 
that "the Bulgarian corcospondont is under suspicion and there 
is every reason for them not to report or print his articles." 

The Bulgarians have sent goods valued at ^!i,000 to 
the Canadians, the proceeds of the sale of which is to be 
divided between the Canadian Bulgarian group and the American 
Bulgarian group. This is the current method of indirect 
financing by the Bulgarians of the Canadian and A^iierican 
Bulgarian groups. The goods referred to are trinkets such 
as ash trays, figurines, etc» 

PHILLIPS inquired whether the CP,USA would prefer to 
sell the goods themselves, or -have the Canadians sell the 
goods and send the proceeds of the sale to the CP,USA. 
Ny-69I;-S advised PHILLIPS to have the goods sold in Canada, 
stating that in view of U* S* business policy with respect to 
goods manufactured in satellite countries, there would be a 
better market for them in Canada. 

PHILLIPS then stated that the "Bulgarians had re- 
quested that six students of Bulgarian background— three 
Canadian and three American--be sent to Bulgar3;a on scholarships 
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provided by the Bulgarians, the purpose being to indoctrinate 
them in Bulgarian traditions, which they subsequently would 
keep alive in Canada and the United States • If it' were 
desirable, PHF.LIPS said, more than three students could 
apply for these scholarship's. When the CP,USA should deter- 
mine whom they desired to apply for these scholarships, 
PHItiLIPS stated, they should contact PKIT^LIPS regarding 
final arrangements with respect thereto* 

PHItlilPS then ordered JACK COVJAN, who was present, 
to take from his safe and give to KY-69i|-S for delivery to 
the CP,USA> five sets of Canadian naturalisation papers. 
(The Bureau was advised concerning these papers in referenced 
airtel, and photographic copies thereof have been forwarded 
to the Bx^reau.) PHI^-LIPS indicated that the owners of these 
papers are dead, and said that the papers had boon obtained 
originally "by an Act of Parliament." He did not say how he 
obtained them at this time. 

According to NY-69l|-S, from his experience ahd know- 
ledge of such matters, papers of this kind are of groat value 
to the Party. In the past, and probably still, U. S. citizen- 
ship could be acquired by Act of Congress. Acquisition of 
citizenship papers in this manner did not necessitate sub- 
mission of detailed history of an individual, or submission 
of photographs ♦ Hence papers so obtained were ideal for the 
purpose of establishing fraudulent citizenship of another 
person, or for the purpose of obtaining a fraudulent passport 
for a person other than the ox^ner of such papers. 

'PxM:*ther mentioning these papers, PHILLIPS stated 
that they were papers which "th^ American girl" was to have 
picked up last summer in Toronto. It will be noted that in 
previous letters to the Bureau regarding IJY-69i|-S^s two trips 
to Canada, mention was made of "an American girl" for whom 
'the Canadians had been waitings On his first trip to Toronto, 
Ny-69l|-S was instructed to tell BETTY GANNETT that the 
"American girl" for whom they— * the Canadians- -had been waiting 
daily as yet had not arrived. Upon receiving this m^essage,

In contact with STAITLEY /rySRSOI? (C? National Organization 
Secretary)* 



PHILLIPS madelno explanation as to vihy the aforesaid 
citizenship papers werel not picked up by "the Atuerlcan girl" 
In Avigust^ It Is the Informant's opinion that her arrival In 
Toronto In August was subsequent to" the arrest of ROBERT 
THOHPSON, CP,USA fuglti|ve, and that It was considered too 
dangerous at that time !for her to transport the papers. The 
Informant also offers — as pixre opinion — the suggestion that a 
border crossing was being planned at .thet time, and that the 
papers mentioned above were Intended for the use of either 
Communist fugitives or Communist underground personnel. Since 
BETTY GANNETT^ as an open Party fxmctlonary, apparently was 
tmawaro of the Identity of the "American girl" or the purpose 
of the latter^s mission to Toronto — which now Is disclosed to 
have been to obtain the aforesaid papers — , It would seem that 
the papers still are Intended for the use of the CP fuc;ltlves 
or underground, (K'hen FY-69I|-S attempted to deliver these 
papers to BBTTT GANNETT, who Is 111 with mumps and confined 
to bed at her sister's home, GANNETT continued to profess no 
knowledge of the "American girl", and the purpose of the 
papers, and requested that NY-694*S hold the said papers 
temporarily.) 

It should be noted that NY-69I4.-S accepted the papers 
from the Canadians pursuant to lnstruct5.ons from GAiV"N£TT" to 
bring back "anything" the Canadians might wish to zon6. It 
should be further noted, however, that -the Canadians did not 
specify to whom the papers should be delivered, and that they 
may believe that KTr-69i|.-S knows to whom—other than GANNETT— 
the papers should be delivered* 

In accordance v;lth Instructions from BETTY GANNETT, 
NY-69!|-S, In a subsequent Interview with PHILLIPS, asked the 
latter whether the Canadian CP could assist the CP,USA 
financially, since the CP,USA ''Is in bad financial straits^" 
PHILLIPS replied that the CP of Canada would be glad to be of 
assistance to the CP,USA, and suggested that such assistance 
could be given as follows; 
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.1. Ilaat tho CP Canada could attempt to induce 
satellite coimtrios to send goods to Canada for stle, tho 
proceeds thereof to be given to tho CP,USA. This could 
follow tho pattern mentioned before with respect to tho 
Bulgarians sending goods, tho proceeds of the sale of \&iich 
would bo given to Bulgarian CP groups. 

2. That there were "possibilities" in an export- 

imTJort business, which Kr-69l^-S might discuss with JACK COWAN. 

3. That the CP Canada would be willing to set up 
a training school dn Canada for the Aworican CP,, and would 
finance such ain operation. 

k* That the Canadians would be willing to help 
tho American Party again as they did last year "when they 
got the businessman in Montreal to oay back a i'>10,000 loan 
which VILLIAM WBIKER had negotiated' in the United States." 

on his third and last meeting with PHIX.tlPS, the 
informant was told to remind BETTY GANNETT that the Canadians 
have a means of contacting the Russians. Ho said that at 
the November 7th celebration at the jSussian Embassy in 
Ottawa, commemorating the commencement of the Russian Revolu- 
tion, there were present 14$ leading Communist Party members 
from various fields of C? activities. PHILLIPS indicated that 
"Mcleod", former momjer of tho Provincial Parliament, Is the 
Canadian Party's liaison agent witli the JR us si an r^rabassy. 

PHILLIPS also stated at this time that BSTJTY GANNETT 
should be informed that three delegates from South American 
countries would attend the Canadian CP National Convention 
in March 195if. 

PHILLIPS also mentioned that the latest Canadian 
CP national registration reflected a seven to eight thousand 
membership, the dues collection from this membership being 
$22,000 for the year.

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calling COWAN on the telo^ohono, indicating that SAM was in 
some kind of trouble. COVJAK judged from her conversation 
that the FBI was "bothering" SAM. A week after her first 
call C(WAK arranged to meet SAM at the letter's father- in- law« s 
home in Niagara Palls, Ontario. It so happened that COWAN 
could not keep the appointment at that time. 

It was then arranjjed that the meeting be held on 
2/11/5M-» ^nd since J3y-691|-S was there in Toronto, COMN 
thought it would be well for NY-69i|-S to accompany CCa'AN and 
PAUL PHILLIPS to the said meeting. According to COvfAN, it f 
was his, PHILLIPS', and others' opinion that SUI'2'S^'s corre- 
spondence with Ny-69i;-S regarding photographic equipment may 
have been responsible for the FBI's interest in SUJ'IKSR. 

^/^Thile en route to the meeting with SUMI^, NY-69li.-S, 
COWAN and PHF.LXPS discussed the matter, NY-69I4.-S suggesting 
possible reasons for the Bureau's interest in SUMMER. He 
mentioned the possibility that MANNINCJ JOHNSON, .former CP 
functionary in Btiffalo, testifying frequently against CP de- 
fendants, may have "fingered" SUMIER. COWAN and PHILLIPS 
disagreed with him, stating that SUMI^R's activities for many 
years had been well concealed, and that people like I>5AKNING 
JOHNSON would have no knowledge of SUMMER'S activities.

The Russians, however, do not. Inasmuch as he seldom, if 
over, obtains business for his World Trading Corporation from 
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these commercial attaches, COWAF is quite angry with these 
individuals, who regard him as a "free advice bureau." 
Although the Russians do not contact him with respect to 
those matters, they send business to his travel agency. 
(According to the informant, .PAUL PHIttlPS, mentioned above, 
was present during this particular part of the informant's 
conversation with COVJAN.

border crossings. RYERSON stated that ho had worked with 
CARL ROSS and the "Atiisrican ^irl" on the matter of border 
crossings when "they" were lest in Canada, and that he had 
argued at length with ROSS, protesting the latter "s intention 
to utilize "the wide open spaces." 

It should be noted at this point that a statement 
in referenced airtel dated 2/l9/5i|. is inaccurate and misleading. 
The said statement is that "the girl for whom the Canadian CP ' 
had been waiting is an American girl who had worked with CARL 
ROSS on the border escape route," Discussion with the informant 
on a subsequent interview reflected that this statement is a 
conclusion of the informant, based upon RYSHSON's reweated 
references to the girl workinj:^ with ROSS as "the American girl" 
and "that girl." Although the possibility exists that ^BISON 
is referring to the same girl in both instances, the informant's 
conclusion, based on the evidence, is unwarranted, 

As the factut.1 situation exists, HYSHSON is known 
to have been in contact with an "American girl" working on 
the border escape route with CARL ROSS, and with the "American 
girl" to i*iom tho Canadian C? had desired to deliver the 
naturalization papers mentioned heretofore. 

According to RYERSON, "two years ago, i/hen the 
escape route was set up, guys used the route, but the route 
has not been used since the THOMPSON arrest." RYBRSON made 
no further comments regarding tho matter of border crossings. 

Referring to TIM BUCK'S having been in 'Kexico, the 
informant asked RYERSOIT whether the latter thought it wise that 
NY-094-S await BUCK'S arrival in Toronto. RYESlSON replied 
that he would discuss the matter with LESLIE MORRIS, another 
Canadian CP functionary, and that NY-69I|.-S should contact 
MORRIS for a decision in this matter. Tho informant asked 
RYERSON whether BUCK had enjoyed his "vacation" in Mexico, and 
RYERSON stated that BUCK had not been in ^Mexico only on vaca- 
>tion. He added, with a wink, "TIM has seen some pretty good 
guys there." 

RYERSON and NY-6914.-S then discussed tho matter of 
the American delegate to tho Canadian CP National Convention. 
RYERSON's choice, he said, would be WILLIAM Z. P0S1SR, 
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NY-69^-S informed ri[ysf?SON that according to BETTY GANNETT, 
the delegate to be chosen might be a member of the "Daily 
V/orker" staff or a trade \mion youth leader^ With regard 
to what part the American delegate should play in the Con- 
vention, RYB^SON suggested that NY-69l^-S tell BETTY GANNETT 
that the said delegate "should give only fraternal greetings 
at the last hoxir on the last night of the Convention, and then 
«take off.«" 

With respect to method of travel to and from the 
said Convention, RYERSON stated that the Canadians have 
learned from experience the best method of border-crossing* 
He suggested that a Pullman bedroom reservation bo obtained 
on a train that would cross the border at a time when ' 
passengers usually are asleep* A Customs check,, he said, 
under such circumstances, is far from thorough since the 
Custom guards do not e:spect to obtain complete or coherent 
answers *from a person whom they suddenly have awakened from 
sleep. He stated an instance regarding a CP traveler who, 
under orders from the CP, deliberately became intoxicated so 
that when questioned he obviously was not in a condition to 
give coherent answers to the Customs officials* According 
to RYE^SON, referring to the general subject of crossing the 
border at night in a Pullman bedroom suite, "this was so good 
that TIM BUCK made a trip to the States two years ago in this 
fashion."

Ke said that since these articles in the 
future, would appear in book form, the CP,USA should be advised 
that it would be wise to send the galleys to the Cainadians 
for borrection.

Ny-^69U-S visited SAM CARR, and thd latter was- most 
cordiU to the informant. In discussin g FRgP, ROSE 5- former 
member of the Canadian espionage ring,- C!ffSRf^af3ne had heard 
that ROSE is still in Poland, and that the /latter 's wife and 
daughtf^r are preparing to join him there. /ROSE,, according 
to CARS, recently has been telephoning to his wife, telling 
her to\pack all house furnishings, and to come to Poland. 
Discussing whether it was wise for ROSE to remain in Poland, 
CARR said that ROSE apparently had been overwhelmed by the 
reception he received in Poland, but that such receptions 
a;re given "to everybody." CARR did not believe that ROSB^s 
family's joining him in Poland would be in the Party's 
interest. Knowing ROSE's daughter, CARR believed that she 
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would not long endure life In Poland. If, at some later 
date, she should go to the Canadian Embassy in Poland, seeking 
a visa, "there would be repercussions which would cause the 
Canadian CP much damage and loss of face." ROSE, according 
to CARR> "is a fool and does not know what he is up against." 

CARR and i;y-69U-S then discussed WII^LIAK V/EINER, 
CP functionary who died two days after the informant's return 
to New York. Referring to WEINSR's reaction to.CARR's having 
returned from Russia to the United States, JJY-69lf-S Informed 
CARR that VJSINBR thought the latter had done right, and said 
he himself would have done the same thing. 

17Y-69ii-S then told CARR that sick as V7EINBR was, 
the latter had asked the informant in a whisper whether SAM 
"was monkeying around again" and whether "the Russkies were 
still playing hide-and-seek." CARR replied that he was "not 
monkeying around," and ttiat as far as he knew, with his 
limited knowledge of the facts, "the Russians were not," 

CARR then said he was "boiling mad" at the Russians; 
that so far as they were concerned, they had not had the 
decency to contact him, and to show an Interest In his 
personal needs. He stated he was sure they knew exactly what 
he was doing, and also that he never had caused them any 
trouble. "What skin would it be off their backs," he said, 

if they gave me a few thousand dollars to .help me in my 
business, and to save me from worrying about running the 
business saioothly?" 

'Jhen .NY-69I1.-S Inquired how it would b^ possible 
for the Russians to know CARR's personal problems, and to 
give him money, the latter ^replied, "They have dozens of 
ways of knowing;, and of doing It." He said the Russians are 
continually Inviting "our people" to affairs; that it would 
be a simple thing for "McLEOD", the Party's liaison man with 
the Russian Embassy, to arrange matters. CABR stated that 
he Is not a CP meniier now, and that his only activity—besides 
buslness-!-is the Jewish Peoples' Fraternal Order. NY-692|.-S 
noted that CARR's general attitude was one of discontent and 
restlessness. (In talking privately to CARR's wife on another 
occasion, KY-69I1-S was told that CARR is in a- permanently 
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unhappy nood. His wife also said that she would never tell 
him that before he left prison, the Canadian Party told her 
to telljCARR that the best thing for him would be to with- 
draw from the Party and from the public eye.)

Tha infomant additionally, duringjds trip to 
saw York, had contact with M 69^-S with B8TTZ OAlfllBTT. 
This ■ naeiing was delayed alnost a week because OANIIBTT 
at that tiiae was ill at hone with tha uunps and unable . 
to Biake parsonal contact with both of theae infomants. 
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During this Meeting Hy-69^-S furnished QAKSfSST with 
certain instructions which he was conveying to her from 
the Canadian Communist Party and at the same time the 
New York informant furnished QANNBTl with two birth certi- 
ficates which she was instructed to furnish to Individuals 
who were to report to Canada for ultimate trip to Moscow* 
JDuring C0h-5d2^-'S*s conrersation with QANNBTT she told the 
informant about the new Party program which was cwaing 
out in the •♦Worker" on the following week-end. She said 
that the leadership expected criticism of the new program 
because it does not hit heavily enough on Socialism, She 
told the informant Ibhat it is a program that will deal with 
the economic situation, with MeCarthyism and reaction and on 
the question of peace and unity inyolving the united front 
against reaction* She said the program is designed to stop 
the liquidation of the Party and requested the informant 
to discuss the program trith the OiMtriet leadership, includ- 
ing MQIiLlB ZJSIBER MBSt, in order that the leadership would 
make no mistakes in connection with the discussion period on 
this program. 

GANNETT told the informant that she wanted the i.nf or- 
mant to write a series of articles for possible publication 
in "Political Affairs"* She said that »he wanted the infor- 
Biant to write under the name of MICHAEIi CARR} however, the 
informant, on interview, advised that he was telling 
OANNSTT tnat he would write under the xjyame of MICHAS]^ 
KSRR, because the :name of CARR is too similar to the 
informant's truename* The informant, during his dis- 
cussion with OANNBTT, to34 her that he would not write 
unless he could have coUectiTe discussion with leadership

In addition to the above, the Informant was 
able to ascertain from FLStlfH that within the last few 
months she had a^nectlng with MAX VSISS In Mew York City 
in the vicinity of l65th Street and Riverside Drive and 
further that this meeting was held In the apartment of a 
close, long time friend of S^ZABBTH OQRLBY Fi;r)rK who< 
resides in the above described area* 

In addition to the above described contact, the 
Informant also had contact with LENA SCHBRER, prominent 
District No, 2 Communist, and from SCHERER was able to 
obtain additiooal information concerning the expulsion 
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of VILIIAM and JPMUCINE ALBERXSON, the former a JHstrlct 
Ko. f functionary of the Conuatinist Party and the latter 
hts wife. In that connection the informant furnished the 
full details concerning AUSSRT80H*b expuleion and this is 
a closely guarded inner Party secret which is not even 
known to ALBBRTSON*s divorced wife* 

In addition to the above contacts, the informant 
saw approximately 25 other people, Mostly In connection 
with short conversations either at the funeral hoae during 
the exposition of the WBINER body or at the cemetary or 
for short periods at the offices of the individuals above 
described.

New Yorlc to adyanee c'd 582N-S 1250 for expected expenaea. 
in connection Trflth the' informant's atay in New York 
of approzlBtataly ten days on the occasion of the funeral 
of WILLIAH WBINER, former National Treasurer of the 
Communist Party. 

On March 17, 195^, ca 582*f-S advised that again 
he was unable to keep any racords of expenditures 
during his trip to New York from February 23, 1954- 
through March 3| 195'*- tw reaaons of security. In- 
formant advised that he was unnecessarily delayed 
on his return trip to Chicago due to the fact that the 
plane in which he was travaling ^was grounded at Detroit, 
and he was required to spend the night of Mkrch 2 
in Detroit, and to return to Chicago by train on the 
following afternoon. Th« Informant advised that in 
addition to the Bureau advance of funds in the amount 
of $250, he iiad axpended roughly approximately |30 
in addition trcm. his own funds. 

The informant advised that prior to his departure 
from Chicago on February 21 last, he had contacted 
HARRY MILLKR, 1^0 agreed to4garantee the informant 
his plane fare to and from New York, but MILI8R advised 
on that date that he could not turn the money over 
to the informant until February 22, 195^ due to the 
fact that it was on a Sunday. The i nfnrTn a nt th erafore 
borrowed plane fare with the aid of I I from 
neighbors since he was dattarttng from Chicago on 
February 21, 195*^. I l obUined the plane fare 
from MILLER on February 22 last, at which time MILLER 
told him that he would give Mm the money on loan 
because of the "new regime". By this the Informant 
explained that JflLLER meant that where he formerly , 
advanced money to the informant without expecting pay- 
ment, that since the death of WILLIAM WEINER it would 
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not be pdislbl* JPop him to give aon»y to the informant, 
Infbriaant, following his return to Chicago, ad?lf«d 1;hl« 
offlc* that under these circumstances, he is pHying Tjack 
the money to MHIER on installments vith -the understanding 
that the money MTUiER advanced vas a loan to the Informant.
